GENERAL  SUMMARY. 


The  following  summary  will  exhibit,  at  a  glance,  the  gen- 
eral condition  and  progress  of  the  Public  Schools.  The  de- 
tails will  be  found  in  the  Reports  from  the  several  counties, 
■which  form  the  concluding  portion  of  this  Report.  The 
results  of  the  year  1869  are  compared  with  those  of  1867, 
because  the  returns  received  in  1868  were  too  fragmentary 
to  permit  them  to  be  reduced  to  a  general  form  for  the  pur- 
pose of  comparison.

The  city  of  Baltimore  is  not  included  in  any  of  the  foregoing  ttatements. 

These  figures  furnisli  ns  with  abundant  evidence  that  the 
Public  School  system  is  growing  in  favor  with  the  people, 
and  that  the  administration  has,  on  the  whole,  been  a  suc- 
cess. The  schools  have  been  open  for  a  longer  time,  a  greater 
number  of  scholars  have  been  in  attendance,  a  larger  sum 
has  been  raised  by  local  taxation,  higher  salaries  in  the  ag- 
gregate have  been  paid  to  teachers,  and  more  money  has 
been  spent  in  building,  repairing  and  furnishing  school- 
houses,  than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  Maryland. 

The  advancement,  however,  has  been  far  from  uniform  in 
the  various  counties.  Two  counties  have  failed  to  keep  their 
schools  open  for  the  time  required  by  law.  While  the  atten- 
dance of  scholars  has  increased  in  the  majority  of  counties, 
in  some  it  has  been  nearly  stationary.  Some  counties  have 
paid  their  teachers  promptly,  at  least,  if  not  liberally  ; 
others  have  been  compelled  to  pay  partly  in  County  paper, 
or  to  leave  considerable  balances  unpaid.     Some  have  ex- 


pended  large  sums  in  building  new  houses  ;  others,  not  a 
dollar,  even  in  repairs.  In  a  few  counties  the  financial 
afiairs  are  in  a  sound  condition  ;  in  the  majority,  I  am  afraid, 
the  balance  is  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  ledger.  I  have  no 
means  of  knowing  the  exact  amount  of  indebtedness,  but  I 
cannot  estimate  it  at  much  less,  in  the  aggregate,  than 
$100,000.  It  may  seem  strange  that  any  of  the  County 
Boards  should  experience  difficulty  in  getting  funds  to  meet 
current  expenses,  when  we  find  the  following  emphatic  lan- 
guage in  the  School  Law  :  "  The  County  Commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized,  empowered,  directed  and  required  to  levy 
and  collect  such  a  tax  upon  the  assessable  property  of  each 
County  as  the  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners  shall 
designate." 

It  may  be  remarked,  in  explanation  of  this  fact,  that  in 
some  instances  the  School  Boards  neglected  to  require  the 
County  Commissioners  to  levy  any  tax  ;  in  some  instances 
the  County  Commissioners  refused  to  levy  it  when  required ; 
in  some  cases  the  School  Board  neglected  to  ask  as  much  as 
was  really  needed  ;  and  in  some  cases  the  County  Commis- 
sioners refused  to  levy  all  that  was  demanded.  Serious  com- 
plaint has  also  been  made  that  in  several  counties  the  tax, 
when  collected,  has  not  been  promptly  paid  over  to  the  treas- 
urer of  the  School  Commissioners.  Add  to  this  that  the 
Free  School  Fund  has  been  diminished  by  the  action  of  the 
Banks,  and  that  the  receipts  from  the  State  'School  tax  for 
the  year  have  been  smaller  than  was  expected,  being 
$405,751.51  in  1869,  against  $412,088.28  in  1868  ;*  or,  ex- 
cluding Baltimore  City,  $292,081.18  in  1869,  against  $296,- 
624.44  in  1868. 


*  The  amount  received  from  the  State  School  tax  will  probably  be  less  in  1870 
than  it  was  in  1869.  The  steady  and  rapid  diminution  of  the  receipts  from  this 
source  invites  public  attention.

THE    TEACHERS. 

The  teachers,  as  a  body,  are  doing  their  work  faithfully 
and  well.  They  labor  hard,  and  are  not  overpaid  either  in 
money  or  thanks.  With  the  same  ability,  however,  and  the 
same  industry,  much  better  results  might  have  been  obtained 
had  they  been  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  means  so 
strongly  recommended  in  the  law  for  elevating  the  profes- 
sional standard  of  teachers, — Teacher's  Institutes,  and  an 
Educational  Journal.  The  Examiners  in  many  counties  have 
done  much  to  improve  the  teachers  by  stringent  and  repeated 
examinations,  and  by  advice  given  during  official  visits  to 
the  schools  ;  but  I  do  not  expect  to  see  the  public  money  in- 
vested in  the  School  System  yield  its  full  measure  of  profit 
to  the  community  till  the  yearly  Institute  and  the  monthly 
School  Journal  are  permanent  institutions  in  the  State. 

There  are  some  teachers  of  eminent  ability,  long  experi- 
ence, and  well  known  character,  who  think  it  a  hardship  to 
be  compelled  to  undergo  an  examination  every  three  years. 
It  would  be  well  that  some  arrangement  should  be  made  by 
which  such  teachers  should  receive  life-certificates,  valid 
during  good  behaviour.  On  the  other  hand.  Examiners  are 
recommended  not  to  grant  certificates  for  the  full  term  of 
three  years  on  mere  evidence  of  scholastic  proficiency;  but 
to  reserve  these  certificates  for  those  who,  after  having 
evinced  their  scholarship  by  an  examination,  prove  their 
ability  to  teach  and  govern  by  the  successful  management  of 
their  schools  for  at  least  two  consecutive  terms. 

THE    SCHOLARS. 

Laws  are  enacted,  school  systems  are  constructed.  Com- 
missioners and  Trustees  are  elected,  school  houses  are  built 
and  furnished,  teachers  are  paid,  books  are  furnished  and 
public  money  is  spent  to  the  amount  of  three-fourths  of  a 
million  of  dollars  a  year,  that  children  may  be  educated. 
But  before  they  can  be  educated  they  must  be  brought  into 
the  school  house  and  kept  there.     The  school-going  popula- 
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tloii  of  the  State  (excluding  the  city  of  Baltimore,)  cannot 
be  less  than  100,000.  Of  these,  75,402  have  their  names 
enrolled  on  the  school  registers  ;  not  all,  however,  in  any 
one  term.  But  the  averajye  attendance  has  been  less  than 
34,000.  It  is  granted  that  the  existing  accommodations  and 
the  present  expenditures  would  not  be  sufficient  if  all  the 
enrolled  pupils  were  present  at  the  same  time.  But  it  is 
certain  that  the  State  has  provided  machinery  and  paid  the 
cost  of  educating  at  least  50,000  scholars  ;  and  yet  the  aver- 
age attendance  is  less  than  two-thirds  of  this  number.  The 
same  money  that  will  educate  a  school  of  tifteen  scholars 
will  educate  double  or  treble  the  number,  and  do  it  better  in 
the  large  school  than  in  the  small.  The  total  amount  dis- 
bursed on  account  of  schools  during  the  past  3'ear  was 
|751,310..S6.  It  follows,  from  what  has  been  stated,  that 
one-third  of  this  large  sum  has  been  thrown  away;  or,  to 
speak  more  precisely,  the  State  has  received  only  two-thirds 
of  the  value  of  her  outlay,  because  the  children  were  not  in 
school  to  take  what  had  been  provided  for  them. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  can  only  state  the  evil  ;  I  am  not  able 
to  prescribe  an  effective  remedy.  A  compulsory  law  would 
be  useless,  because  in  the  present  state  of  public  sentiment, 
it  would  not  be  enforced.  As  school-houses  are  made  moVe 
comfortable,  and  as  teachers  learn  how  to  make  school- work 
interesting  as  well  as  profitable,  the  irregularity  will  dimin- 
ish. But  the  process  will  necessarily  be  slow  ;  and  in- the 
meantime  the  money  is  spent  and  the  children  are  not 
taught. 

I  would,  with  great  diffidence,  suggest,  as  an  experiment, 
some  measure  such  as  the  following :  Let  each  County 
Board  offer  to  add  ten  per  cent,  to  the  salary  of  every  teacher, 
in  whose  School  the  average  attendance  for  the  year  shall  be 
not  less  than  four-fifths  of  the  average  enrollment,  provided 
that  the  average  enrollment  shall  not  be  less  than  three- 
fourths  of  the  number  of  children  in  the  School  District 
between  six  and  eighteen  years.  If  every  teacher  were  to 
obtain  the  proposed  increase  it  would  add  $48,000  to  th.e  ex- 
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pensesof  the  Systemjbut  it  would  nearly  double  the  number 
of  scholars.  I  would  also  recommend,  with  the  view  of 
discouraging  non-attendance  and  serious  irregularity,  that 
every  School  in"^  which  the  average  attendance  was  less  than 
half  the  number  of  enrolled  pupils,  or  the  number  of  en- 
rolled pupils  less  than  half  the  population  of  the  School 
District,  of  legal  school-going  age,  should  be  closed,  and 
not  reopened  until  assurances  had  been  given  that  the  atten- 
dance should  not  fall  below  the  minimum  prescribed. 


THE  SCHOOL  LAW. 

I  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  the  opinions  expressed, 
at  some  length,  in  my  last  report,  concerning  the  School 
Law  •  and  I  have  been  gratified  to  find  that  similar  senti- 
ments are  entertained  by  nearly  all  who  have  been  working 
under  the  law  and  looking  closely  into  its  operations. 

A  meeting  of  Public  School  officers,  at  which  the  city  of 
Baltimore  and  thirteen  counties  were  represented,  was  held 
on  the  Tth  and  8th  of  December,  when,  after  a  long 
and  interesting  discussion,  the  following  resolutions  were 
adopted,  the  most  of  them  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

''^  Whereas,  The  present  School  Law  is  founded  on  cor- 
rect principles,  and  is,  in  its  main  features,  worthy  of  the 
confidence  and  support  of  the  people  of  Maryland,  yet  it  is 
capable  of  being  amended  in  some  particulars  so  as  to  adapt 
it  more  completely  to  the  wants  of  the  community  ;  there- 
fore. Resolved: 

1st.  That  a  State  Board  of  Education  should  be  appointed 
with  general  supervisory  powers. 

2d.  That  the  Teachers  should  be  appointed  by  the  several 
Boards  of  County  School  Commissioners. 

3d.  That  the  manner  of  furnishing  Books  and  Stationery 
to  the  scholars  should  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  County 
Board. 

4th.  That  the  examination  of  Teachers  should  be  con- 
ducted in  the  presence  of  at  least  one  member  of  the  Board. 
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5th.  That  the  County  Board  should  be  permitted  to  meet 
as  often  as  is  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  tlieir  business. 

6th.  That  provision  should  be  made  for  filling  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  County  Boards. 

7th.  That  the  schools  should  be  visited  by  an  authorized 
Examiner,  at  least  once  in  each  term. 

8th.  That  elementary  Geometry  should  be  added  to  the 
studies  of  first  grade  schools. 

9th.  That  a  frequent  change  of  text-books  is  unnecessary, 
injurious,  and  expensive,  and  should  be  properly  guarded 
against. 

10th.  That  one-half  only  of  each  Board  of  County  School 
Commissioners  should  be  elected  biennially. 

11th.  That  each  County  Board  should  be  incorporated  by 
law. 

12th.  That  the  Normal  School  is  an  essential  part  of  the 
State  School  System. 

13th.  That  the  schools  should  be  kept  open  three  terms 
(seven  and  a  half  months)  during  the  year  ;  that  penalties 
should  be  provided  so  as  to  insure  this  result ;  and  that  the 
question  of  continuing  the  schools  for  a  fourth  term  should 
be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  several  County  Boards." 

While  these  resolutions  are  not  all  of  equal  importance, 
and  do  not  embrace  all  the  amendments  which  it  might  be 
desirable  to  introduce,  yet,  as  a  whole,  they  meet  with  my 
cordial  approbation.  It  will  be  seen  that  they  are  eminently 
conservative  and  entirely  practical.  If  the  first  resolution 
were  embodied  in  the  law,  and  some  discretionary  power 
given  to  the  State  Board  with  regard  to  the  subjects  em- 
braced in  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  resolutions,  any  further  change  in  the  law  might, 
perhaps,  be  dispensed  with  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Legislature,  when  the  State  Board  might  be  required  to 
submit  a  new  law,  founded  on  the  old,  but  embracing  all 
the  changes  that  an  experience  of  four  years  had  shown  to 
be  necessary,  and  no  others.  In  this  way  we  might  avoid 
the  mistakes,  inconsistencies  and  crudities  which  may  fairly

be  anticipated,  when  a  long  and  complicated  bill  is  pushed 
rapidly  through  its  different  stages,  during  the  excitement 
of  the  last  week  of  a  Legislative  session. 


THE    SCHOOL    COMMISSIONERS. 

Tlie  number  of  School  Commissioners  in  many  Counties  is 
too  large  ;  but,  as  they  are  elected  by  the  people,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  see  how  they  can  be  reduced  to  a  smaller  number  than 
one  in  each  Election  District.  Part  of  tbe  inconvenience 
might  be  remedied,  and  public  business  expedited,  if  a 
by-law  were  passed,  declaring  three  Commissioners  in  the 
smaller  and  five  Commissioners  in  the  larger  Counties  to  be 
a  quo]-um  for  tlie  transaction  of  all  business  after  the  first 
organization  of  the  Board.  The  School  Law  limits  the  com- 
pensation of  a  School  Commissioner  to  .$3.00  a  day  ;  and  as 
the  Board  can  meet  legally  only  eight  days  in  a  year,  the 
maximum  compensation  allowed  to  a  Commissioner  is  ,$24.00 
a  year.  At  this  rate,  the  annual  expenditure  for  this  object 
sbould  not  exceed  $4,632.  But  the  actual  expenditure  as 
reported  is  $10,683.41.  Some  Counties  pay  only  the  legal 
allowance  for  the  legal  number  of  days.  Some  pay  it  witli- 
out  regard  to  tlie  limitation  as  to  the  number  of  days.  And 
others  pay  mileage  in  addition  to  the  legal  per  diem.  "  The 
laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire  ;  "  but  there  should  be  some 
uniform  understanding  witli  regard  to  the  law  on  this  sub- 
ject. 

THE    TRUSTEES. 

In  some  Counties  and  Districts  the  Trustee  system  works 
well.  In  some  it  has  worked  badly.  In  a  majority  of 
schools  the  Trustees  have  been  sim|)ly  useless — the  machinery 
being  complete  without  tbem.  The  election  of  Trustees  in 
May  last  was,  to  a  great  extent,  neglected  ;  and  where  the 
form  was  observed  at  all,  the  number  of  voters  was  very 
small.  If  we  must  have  Trustees,  tliey  had  better  be  ap, 
pointed,  in  all  cas^,  by  the  School  Commissioners. 
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THE   EXAMINERS. 

The  Examiner  is  at  once  the  hands  and  the  liead  of  the 
County  System.  He  is  the  executive  agent  of  the  County 
Board,  and  at  the  same  time  their  confidentia]  adviser.  By 
his  action  in  granting  certificates  to  teachers,  he  can,  within 
certain  limits,  raise  or  lower  the  standard  of  teaching 
throughout  the  County  at  his  own  pleasure.  By  his  official 
visitations  of  the  schools  he  can  modify,  to  a  very  great 
extent^  either  for  good  or  evil,  the  prevailing  methods  of 
instruction  and  discipline.  By  his  advice  the  School  Com- 
missioners are  guided,  to  some  degree,  in  the  choice  of  text 
books,  and  the  Trustees  in  the  appointment  of  teachers.  As 
Secretary,  he  not  only  keeps  the  records  of  the  Board,  but 
must  prepare  systematic  tables  of  statistics  for  this  Depart- 
ment, which  cannot  be  done  without  keeping  teachers  strictly 
to  their  duty  as  to  Quarterly  Reports  during  the  whole  year. 
As  Treasurer,  he  has  not  merely  to  receive  and  disburse  the 
funds  ;  he  has  frequently  to  be  consulted  with  regard  to  the 
financial  operations  of  the  Board,  and  if  he  is  not  a  man  of 
foresight,  prudence  and  good  business  habits,  the  conse- 
quences will  soon  be  felt  in  an  embarrassed  treasury. 

The  Examiner  should  be  either  a  teacher  or  a  man  who, 
from  his  education  and  habits,  is  in  full  sympathy  with 
teachers  and  schools.  He  should  be  a  clear-headed  business 
man,  able  to  direct  affairs,  and  to  keep  accounts  accurately. 
He  should  be  a  good  statistician — to  compile,  arrange  and. 
preserve  the  tabular  statements  sent  in  from  the  various 
schools;  and  a  good  disciplinarian,  to  exact  full  statistics 
from  all  the  teachers  at  the  proper  time.  He  should  also  be 
well  read  in  the  literature  of  education,  be  well  acquainted 
with  the  most  improved  methods  of  instruction  and  govera^ 
ment,  and  be  able  to  recommend  and  explain  his  views  to 
others. 

It  need  hardly  be  added  that  his  whole  time  should  be 
given  to  the  work,  and  he  should  be  paid  in  proportion.  If 
the  County  is  large,  he  should  have  either  a  Deputy  or  a 
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Clerk,  that  the  out-door  work  and  the  in-door  work  may  go 
on  at  the  same  time.  And  when  his  work  is  well  done,  as 
it  is  by  many  of  our  present  Examiners,  he  should  receive 
the  thanks  of  his  fellow-citizens  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
duties  which  are  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  the  School 
System — laborious,  complicated,  and  yet  poorly  compensated. 


THE   STATE   NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

The  success  which  attended  this  school  from  the  begin- 
ning, has  been  maintained  during  the  past  year.  The 
number  of  students  has  been  larger  than  at  any  previous 
time,  and  the  educational  standard  higher.  The  school 
suffered  a  severe  loss  by  the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  A.  Snow- 
den  Piggot,  Professor  of  Natural  Sciences,  on  the  12th  of 
February  last.  His  genial  disposition,  his  brilliant  talents, 
his  immense  stores  of  learning,  his  devotion  to  science,,  his 
generous  enthusiasm  in  the  cause  of  education,  will  never  be 
forgotten,  either  by  his  colleagues  or  his  students.  His 
place  may  be  supplied  ;  it  is  hardly  j^robable  that  it  will 
soon  loeJlUed. 

I  do  not  need  to  renew  the  complaint  so  often  made,  that 
the  rooms  occupied  by  this  school  are  entirely  inadequate  to 
accommodate  the  number  of  students  who  present  them- 
selves. It  will  be  sufficient  to  say  briefly  that,  in  my  opin- 
ion^ the  time  has  come  when  the  school  should  either  be 
abandoned  altogether,  or  placed  on  a  permanent  footing  by 
being  provided  with  a  suitable  home.  It  would  be  a  sad  fate 
for  any  institution  to  be  crushed  by  its  very  success. 

The  whole  number  of  students  enrolled  last  year  was 
144  ;  120  ladies  and  24  gentlemen.  The  number  of  gradu- 
ates was  21 — 18  ladies  and  3  gentlemen. 

The  whole  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the  four 
years  that  the  school  has  been  in  existence  is  390 — repre- 
senting every  County  in  the  State  except  Charles  and  Saint 
Mary's. 

The  whole  number  of  graduates  is  102. 
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The  number  of  graduates  and  undergraduates  who  have 
been  employed  as  teachers  is  125,  of  whom  about  three- 
fourths  are  teaching  in  the  counties,  and  the  remainder  in 
the  city  of  Baltimore. 

The  number  of  instructors,  exclusive  of  the  Principal,  is 
7  ;  and  their  salaries  amount  $3,440. 

The  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Anne  Arundel 
county,  in  the  exercise  of  a  wise  forethought,  and  a  prudent 
liberality,  have  instituted  two  free  scholarships  for  the  pro- 
motion of  the  educational  interests  of  the  county.  One  is 
offered  to  young  women,  and  entitles  the  holder  to  Board 
and  Tuition  in  the  State  Normal  School,  free  of  expense. 
It  is  awarded  to  the  young  lady  who  takes  the  highest  rank 
in  scholarship,  as  ascertained  by  a  competitive  examination 
open  to  all  the  Public  Schools  in  the  county.  If  this  noble 
example  were  followed  by  the  other  counties,  we  would,  in 
a  few  years,  have  a  corps  of  teachers  unsurpassed  in  the 
world.  It  would  be  like  skimming  the.  cream  off  a  school, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  teachei's.  The  other  scholarship 
is  offered  to  young  men,  and  is  awarded  in  a  similar  man- 
ner. It  entitles  the  holde^  to  Board  and  Tuition  in  St. 
John's  College,  free  of  expense. 


THE   COLLEGES. 

I  am  not  required  by  law  to  make  any  report  on  the  State 
Colleges  ;  but  a  report  on  schools  would  be  very  imperfect 
if  it  did  not  allude  to  the  effect  of  the  higher  institutions  of 
learning  upon  the  lower.  The  schools  furnish  students  to 
the  colleges  ;  the  colleges  furnish  teachers  to  the  schools. 
Neither  can  flourish  without  the  other  ;  and  a  wise  legisla- 
tion  will  cherish  both  impartially.  Being  desirous  of  pre- 
senting in  one  volume  as  complete  a  view  as  possible  of  the 
educational  resources  of  the  State^  I  annex  the  following 
brief  memoranda,  from  materials  kindly  furnished  by  the 
Presidents  of  the  colleges  named. 
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St  John's  College  at  Annapolis  enjoys  a  greater  degree 
of  prosperit}'  than  at  any  former  period  of  its  existence. 
This  prosperity  is  believed  to  he  mainly  due  to  the  very  effi- 
cient and  liberal  measures  adopted  by  the  .college  for  the 
purpose  of  equally  diffusing  its  advantages  throughout  the 
whole  State,  by  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  "Free 
Scholarships,"  whose  incumbents  are  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  in  each  county.  The  schol- 
arsliips  are  150  in  number.  The  other  main  statistics  are 
as  follows :

The  Makyland  Agricultural  College  is  now  in  a  more 
prosperous  condition  than  at  any  former  time.  The  number 
of  students  in  actual  attendance  is  83  of  whom  71  are  State 
students,  to  whom  no  charge  is  made  for  tuition  or  books. 
The  prospects  are  flattering  for  a  large  and  immediate  in- 
crease. Under  the  present  efficient  management,  the  old 
debts  of  the  institution  are  nearly  all  paid,  and  the  current 
expenses  are  promptly  met.  The  Board  of  Instructors  con- 
sists of  a  President,  four  Professors,  and  two  Tutors,  one  of 
whom  is  also  the  Military  Instructor.  The  moral  tone  of 
the  Institution  is  good,  and  it  deserves  the  confidence  and 
patronage  of  the  citizens  of  the  State. 

The  Baltimore  Female  College  continues  in  a  prosper- 
ous condition  notwithstanding  the  general  pecuniary  depres- 
sion in  the  country.  During  the  year  128  pupils  have  been 
in  attendance,  many  of  whom  intend  to  devote  themselves 
to  teaching.  Twenty-five  young  ladies  have  been  appointed 
to  free  scholarships,  but  some  have  not  as  yet  claimed  their 
seats.  Of  197  .  graduates  of  the  college,  72  have  become 
teachers,  besides  a  large  humber  of  undergraduates.  The 
college  possesses  a  sufficient  chemical  and  philosophical  ap- 
paratus, and  a  library  of  near  4.000  volumes,  with  cabinets 
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of  mineral,  medals,  coin,  &c.     The  Faculty  consists  of  the 
President,  N.  C.  Brooks,  LL.  D.,  and  eight  instructors. 

THE    ACADEMIES. 

I  have  no  official  knowledge  of  the  condition  of  these  in- 
stitutions. Some  of  them  are  said  to  be  in  a  highly  flour- 
ishing condition  ;  but  Avith  regard  to  many  it  seems  to  be 
the  pievalent  opinion  among  school  officers,  that  more  good 
could  be  done  with  the  money  if  they  were  placed  directly 
under  the  control  of  the  School  Boards,  and  converted  into 
County  High  Schools.  Without  going  so  far  as  to  recom- 
mend this  plan  before  making  a  careful  study  of  the  circum- 
stances of  each  case,  I  would  say  that  it  is  highly  desirable 
to  have  in  every  county  at  least  one  graded  school,  conducted 
in  the  most  improved  method,  and  by  teachers  of  eminent 
ability,  to  give  tone  to  the  other  schools,  and  to  be  in  some 
respects  a  model  for  their  imitation. 

COLORED    SCHOOLS. 

The  School  Law  contains  the  following  section:  "The 
total  amount  of  taxes  paid  for  school  purposes  by  the  colored 
people  of  any  county shall  be  set  aside  for  the  main- 
taining the  schools  for  colored  children,  which  schools  shall 
be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  County 
School  Commissioners."  No  such  schools  have  beea reported 
to  me,  but  I  find  the  following  sums  charged  as  "paid  tO' 
Colored  Schools  :"

It  is  evident  that  if  the  colored  people  are  to  be  educated 
by  the  State,  some  more  effective  measure  must  be  adopted. 
And  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case^  I  do  not 
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believe  that  the  counties  can  do  a  better  or  a  wiser  thing 
than  to  follow  the  example  of  Baltimore  city,  in  educating 
the  colored  children  in  separate  schools,  but  under  the  same 
general  laws  and  superintendence  as  the  white  children. 
True,  this  will  cost  some  money,  but  will  it  not  cost  more  to 
educate  them  for  the  penitentiary  and  in  it? 

It  will  be  seen  from  table  F,  that  there  are  at  present  in 
operation  throughout  the  State  110  schools,  attended  by 
4,046  colored  children.  Of  these  schools  63  are  under  the 
charge  of  the  "  Baltimore  Association  for  the  Moral  and 
Educational  Improvement  of  the  Colored  People." 

There  is,  also,  under  the  same  superintendence,  a  Normal 
School  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  for  colored  people,  with  five 
teachers  and  210  scholars,  arranged  in  four  grades,  Primary, 
Intermediate,  Grammar  and  Normal.  They  have  a  large 
and  commodious  building,  spacious  class  rooms,  good  furni- 
ture, and  a  library  of  nearly  1,000  volumes.  It  is  partially 
self-supporting,  the  fees  ranging  at  from  $10  to  $15  a  year. 
Having  paid  several  visits  to  this  Institution,  I  can  bear 
testimony  to  the  good  order  which  prevails,  the  zeal  and  dili- 
gence of  the  teachers,  and  the  aptitude  of  the  scholars  for 
many  branches  of  school  learning. 

REPORTS  FROM  COUNTY  BOARDS. 

It  has  been  my  aim  to  procure  from  the  several  County 
Boards  the  statistics  in  detail  of  every  public  school  in 
Maryland,  giving  for  each  term  the  teacher's  name,  the 
number  of  enrolled  scholars,  and  the  average  attendance  ; 
and  for  the  year,  the  number  of  different  pupils,  the  average 
number  studying  eacti  branch,  the  teacher's  salary,  and  the 
amount  expended  for  books^  repairs  and  incidentals.  In  this 
■effort  I  have  met  with  encourgement,  but  have  not  quite 
puceeeded.  Thirteen  counties  have  made  full  returns  and  in 
proper  form  ;  six  counties  have  reported  in  proper  form,  but 
liave  omitted  some  important  details;  two  counties  have 
sent  in  reports  which  are  not  on  the  blank  forms  prescribed  ; 
and  of  tJie  remaining  county,  Somerset,  I  know  nothing, 
not  one  of  my  letters  to  the  Secretary  having  even  been 
acknowledged  at  this  date,  January  13th. 
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tTruler  tlieso  circumstances,  it  lias  been  difficult  to  con- 
struct S3'nnuetrical  State  Tables,  but  tlie  attempt  has  been 
made.  Where  the  necessary  inCormation  has  not  been  fur- 
nished, I  have  endeavored  to  estimate  it  from  other  data  in 
my  possession.  Such,  figures  are  always  marked  estimated ; 
and  it  is  not  probable  that  tlie  acciira'cy  of  t|ie  totals  will  be 
materially  afFected.  by  them.  I  should  wish  it  also  to  be 
understood  that,  in  some  instances,!  can  regard  the  original 
figures  on  which  my  calculations  are  based  as  only  approxi- 
mations to  the  truth — close  enough,  however,  for  practical 
j)urposes.  The  collection  of  uniform  and  entirely  accurate 
statistics  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  and  most  important 
duties  of  this  Department.  That  I  have  not  been  able  to 
do  more  in  this  way  is  not  because  I  underrate  its  value,  or 
have  spared  any  personal  labor,  but  because  I  have  no  power 
to  enforce  any  requirement.  That  I  have  been  able  to  do  so 
much  is  owing  to  the  courtesy  of  the  County  Examiners, 
who  have  complied  with  my  requests  at  the  expense  of  much 
labor  on  their  part ;  and  I  embrace  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  them  for  the  pains  they  have  taken  to  co-operate 
with  me  in  my  attempts  to  collect  full  and  reliable  statistics 
of  the  public  schools  of  Maryland. 

Table  "A"  shows  the  quarterly  distribution  of  the  State 
School  tax  to  the  several  counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Table  "B*'  shows  the  amount  received  during  the  year 
from  the  State  School  tax,  the  Free  School  fund,  and  the  Aca- 
demic fund. 

Table  "G"  shows  the  amount  received  in  each  county 
from  local  taxation,  the  amount  received  from  the  State,  and 
the  total. 

Table  "D"  shows  the  amount  expended  in  each  county 
for  teachers'  salaries,  incidentals,  books,  building,  repairs 
and  furniture,  and  supervision  and  ofSce  expenses,  and  the 
total  cost  of  the  Public  School  system. 

Table  "E"  shows  the  number  of  scholars  in  the  several 
counties  studying  the  different  branches.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Su' :  In  compliance  with  the  act  of  1868,  I  respect- 
fully submit  the  Report  of  the  operations  of  Free  Public 
Schools  in  Allegany  county  for  the  year  beginning  October 
1st,  1868,  and  ending  September  30th,  1869. 

By  the  accompanying  tables  you  will  observe  the  unpre- 
cedented success  of  the  Free  Public  Schools  of  this  county, 
there  being  an  attendance  of  6,356  pupils  during  the  scho- 
lastic year  against  5,477  the  previous  year,  being  an  increase 
of  839.  This  is  partly  to  be  attributed  to  the  school  accom- 
modations being  increased. 

In  Frostburg,  where  there  was  heretofore  no  school  house, 
there  is  now  the  finest  school  building  in  the  county,  return- 
ing an  attendance  of  372. 

At  Midland,  where  heretofore  a  wretched  hovel  was  used 
as  a  school  house,  with  an  attendance  of  about  30,  an  excel- 
lent house,  commodious  and  well  furnished,  is  now  erected, 
and  makes  a  return  of  about  98,  thus  giving  evidence  that, 
as  soon  as  we  have  good  school  houses,  well  furnished,  the 
great  obstacle  to  the  entire  success  of  the  Free  Public  Schools 
of  Allegany  county  will  be  removed. 

The  Free  Public  Schools  were  in  operation  six  months,  or, 
according  to  the  School  Law,  two  and  two-fifth  terms*  being 


*Accor(iing  to  the  School  Law,  they  should  have  been  open/owr  terms. 
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a  longer  period  than  lias  ever  been  given  to  tlie  people  of 
Allegany  county  since  the  introduction  of  Free  Public 
Schools. 

The  amount  of  Teachers'  salaries  and  incidental  expenses 
is  $33,882.79,  of  whicli  we  have  paid  $31,926.01,  leaving  a 
balance  yet  due  of  $1,956.78,  which  we  are  prepared  to  pay 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board. 

From  the  want  of  a  proper  conception  on  the  part  of  many 
teachers  in  making  out  reports  as  to  average,  &c.,  I  have 
been  unable  to  give  you  as  full  a  detail  on  that  point  as 
desirable. 

I  am  unable  to  give  in  this  Report  the  statistics  on  school 
houses,  styles  of  buildings,  &c.,  from  the  want  of  proper 
data' on  hand  ;  but  as  we  are  now  beginning  to  own  pro- 
perty, that  statistical  table  will  hereafter  form  a  portion  of 
our  Report. 

My  suggestions  as  to  the  changes  and  modifications  in 
the  School  Law,  that  would  better  adapt  it  to  our  wants,  I 
need  not  relate  here,  as  they  will  be  fully  discussed  at  the 
next  session  of  the  Legislature.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir:  Although  pecuniarily  embarrassed,  Anne 
Arundel  has  had  a  -'go  ahead"  Board  of  Commissioners. 
Through  the  indulgence  of  banks,  booksellers  and  mas- 
ter mechanics,  we  have  been  enabled  during  the  last  year 
to  pay  our  teachers,  get  all  the  books  needed  by  our  schools, 
and  build  ten  new  school  houses,  and  furnish  the  same  with 
desks  and  seats  of  the  most  approved  pattern. 

Besides  all  this,  the  sclieme  proposed  last  year  to  encour- 
age a  commendable  emulation  among  the  pupils,  has  been 
brought  to  a  reality — and  we  are  now  educating  a  young 
gentleman  at  St.  John's  College,  and  a  young  lady  at  the 
State  Normal  School,  without  expense  of  any  kind  whatever 
to  their  parents.  This  plan  has  had  a  very  salutary  effect, 
not  only  upon  the  children,  but  also  upon  the  teachers  and 
parents,  as  well  as  upon  Trustees  and  Commissioners.  All 
are  anxious  to  win  the  prize,  and  next  year  the  contest  will 
be  fifty  per  cent,  more  interesting  than  it  was  last,  though 
I  must  do  justice  to  all  by  saying  that  a  great  deal  of  interest 
was  manifested  on  this  first  occasion  of  a  trial  of  excellence. 

The  State  Normal  School,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  our  District  Boards,  and  her  alumni  are  gen- 
erally selected  as  teachers  whenever  their  services  can  be 
obtained.  Our  Annapolis  Female  School  set  the  ball  in 
motion,  and  her  instructors  are  letting  their  lights  shine  all 
over  the  county.  Under  them  the  pupils  of  this  school 
have  increased  to  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fifty,  making 
it  necessary,  under  the  law,  for  the  Board  to  employ  aa 
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additional  teacher  ;  so  at  this  time  the  school  can  boast  of  a 
faculty  of  four  well  qualified  and  energetic  teachers. 

Our  Levy  Court,  to  make  amends  for  neglect  two  years 
ago,  gave  us  this  year  a  levy  of  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
which,  with  the  exception  of  about  thirty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars, is  still  in  the  hands  of  the  various  collectors — entirely 
unavailable  for  school  purposes.  I  think  that  a  law  should 
be  enacted  compelling  payment  by  the  collectors  within  cer- 
tain prescribed  limits,  or  the  State  Tax  changed  from  ten  to 
fifteen  cents  in  the  hundred  dollars,  and  do  away  entirely 
with  the  separate  County  levies. 

Another  difiiculty  in  the  way  of  progress  is  the  want  of 
punctuality  of  the  pupils.  The  small  average  makes  the 
expense  of  education  almost  double  of  what  it  would  be  if  all 
the  pu]3i]s  on  the  roll  would  attend  school  punctually.  I 
really  think,  sir,  though  it  may  not  be  very  popular  doc- 
trine, that  since  we  are  compelled  to  contribute  of  our  means 
to  educate  the  children  of  the  people,  ^^ pro  bono  publico," 
the  people  should  be  under  a  corresponding  obligation  to 
send  their  children  to  school.  If  the  law  compels  us  to  edu- 
cate an  indented  apprentice,  for  what  good  reason  should 
not  a  parent  be  compelled  to  educate  his  child,  when  the 
means  of  so  doing  are  placed  within  his  reach  ?  It  may  be 
too  soon  to  advocate  suck  a  thing,  but  the  States  of  our 
glorious  Union  should  not  be  behind  the  countries  of  the  Old 
World,  since  it  is  a  conceded  fact  that  the  perpetuity  of  the 
Union  depends  upon  the  education  and  intelligence  of  the 
masses. 

We  are  anxious  to  see  the  School  Law  so  amended  as  to 
do  away  with  the  book  fee.  In  many  sections  of  our  county 
the  people  will  not  pay  for  the  use  of  books,  but  they  are 
willing  to  buy  them  for  their  children.  This  makes  the  tax 
onerous  upon  those  who  do  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  law.  Neither  do  the  teachers  fancy  the  imaginary 
odium  attendant  upon  the  collection  of  the  fee. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  but  very  few  Trustees  are  willing 
to  devote  any  time  to  the  supervision  of  the  schools.  I  fear 
that  they  do  not  subserve  the  purposes  contemplated  by  the 
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LegislaUiro  ;  and  in  my  humble  opinion  the  District  Boards 
could  be  dispensed  with  without  any  serious  disadvantage  to 
the  system.  In  some  cases  the  schools  are  kept  closed  on  ac- 
count of  the  difference  of  opinion — one  Trustee  desiring  a  male 
teacher,  and  another  a  female  ;  and  in  many  cases  a  conflict 
occurs  between  the  District  Boards  and  the  County  Board  ; 
and  from  local  favoritism,  persons  are  employed  to  teach 
who  do  not  even  hold  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  the 
Examiner,  But,  notwithstanding  these  obstacles,  we  have 
fifty-three  schools  now  in  successful  operation,  which  gave 
instruction  last  year  to  two  thousand,  two  hundred  and 
eighty  different  pupils. 

It  would  certainly  be  well  to  establish  a  High  School  for 
females,  but  as  I  have  said  in  former  communications,  Saint 
John's  College  could  be  made  adequate  for  all  such  purposes 
for  males.  Our  Board  has  determined  that  the  scholarships 
bestowed  upon  each  Senatorial  District  shall  be  awarded,  so 
far  as  Anne  Arundel  is  concerned,  to  the  most  meritorious 
children  ;  and  if  the  County  would  appropriate  twelve  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  dollars  to  the  College,  annually,  she 
will  agree  to  educate  one  young  man  from  each  Election 
District  without  any  further  expense,  either  to  the  County  or 
parent.  I  mean  that  sum  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  for  board- 
ing as  well  as  tuition.  Under  this  arrangement  the  College 
could  be  made  a  High  School,  to  a  certain  extent ;  and  the 
competition  in  the  various  districts  would  awaken  a  new  and 
heretofore  unknown  interest  in  Public  School  Education. 

We  regret  exceedingly  that  your  Educational  Journal  is 
not  a  success.  It  appears  to  me  that  the  counties  are  stand- 
ing very  much  in  their  own  light.  The  publication  of  such 
a  paper  would  tend  greatly  to  improve  the  condition  of  the 
teaching  portion  of  the  community,  and  bring  them  more 
immediately  in  contact  with  the  School  Board.  Mr.  George 
Colton,  the  enterprising  proprietor  of  the  Maryland  Repub- 
lican, ever  anxious  to  improve  the  Public  Schools  and  their 
teachers,  has  very  liberally  offered  his  valuable  paper  to 
every  teacher  who  will  furnish  annually  an  original  article 
upon  such  subject  as  the  author  may  select. 
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If  it  is  expected  that  the  teachers  should  attend  Associa- 
tions, tlie  law  should  he  so  modified  as  to  enjoin  it  upon 
them.  In  our  county  it  is  almost  a  dead  letter.  I  must, 
however,  give  "  honor  to  whom  honor  is  due,"  and  say  that 
the  teachers  of  the  Second  Election  District  have  been  an 
honorable  exception.  They  have  done  the  best  that  could 
be  done  in  this  connection,  and  have  extended  invitations  to 
those  of  other  districts,  but  for  some  cause  not  known  to  me 
their  invitations  have  been  disregarded. 

We  desire  to  hold  an  Institute  before  the  expiration  of  the 
year,  but  the  depressed  state  of  the  treasury  will  not  allow 
us  to  ])ay  the  expenses  of  the  teachers,  and  they  will  not 
attend  if  they  have  to  pay  their  own  expenses  ;  and  I  do  not 
know  that,  the  small  salaries  which  they  receive  will  permit 
them  to  do  so. 

The  Patapsco  and  Anne  Arundel  Academies,  which  receive 
donations  from  the  State,  have  made  reports,  which  are  on 
file  in  this  ofiice.  As  my  supervision  does  not  extend  to 
them,  I  must  be  brief  and  pass  on  to  other  matters. 

Our  new  Board  will  be  composed  of  four  new  members — 
three  of  the  old  Board,  Messrs.  Taylor,  Hyde  and  Johnson 
having  been  re-elected.  The  first  district  loses  the  valuable 
services  of  Dr.  Claytor — replaced,  however,  at  his  own  re- 
quest, by  the  no  less  energetic  business  gentleman,  Mr. 
Snyder,  who,  I  am  credibly  informed,' approves  of  the  course 
entered  into  and  carried  out  by  his  predecessor.  The  chairs 
made  vacant  by  Messrs.  Jones,  Clark  and  Franklin,  will  be 
filled  by  Messrs.  Harman,  Bannon  and  Wood — all,  1  be- 
lieve, devoted  to  the  cause  of  Public  School  Education. 
They  will  be  inducted  into  office  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
and  I  hope,  under  their  guardianship,  the  progressive  march 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  our  county  will  be  faster  even  than 
it  has  been  for  two  years  under  the  guidance  of  the  retiring 
Board.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  operation  of  the 
Free  Public  School  System  in  Baltimore  County  for  the 
scholastic  year  (of  ten  months,)  ending  June  30th,  1869,  and 
the  financial  condition  of  the  same  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
September  30,  1869. 

There  were  104  schools  last  year  ;  three  additional  ones 
were  organized  at  the  commencement  of  the  Avinter  term, 
making  a  total  of  107  schools  now  in  operation.  The 
schools  have  been  kept  open  ten  months,  July  and  August 
being  vacation. 

There  were  104  Principal  teachers  employed  during  the 
fall  term,  and  107  for  the  other  three  terms,  and  an  average 
of  42  Assistants  during  the  year. 

The  average  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  during  the 
whole  year  was  5,379.  The  average  daily  attendance  was 
3,557.  There  were  8,491  different  pupils  that  attended 
school.  The  largest  number  that  attended  at  any  one  time 
was  5,829  in  the  winter  term,  and  the  smallest  number 
4,776  in  the  fall  term. 

Of  the  107  Principal  teachers  employed,  54  were  males 
and  53  females  ;  in  nearly  every  instance  the  Assistants 
were  females.  Thirty  of  the  Principals  held  first  grade 
certificates,  and  77  second  grade. 

The  schedule  of  salaries  for  teachers  makes  the  maximum 
salary  for  first  grade  |600,  and  the   minimum    |400   per 
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school  year.  There  is  a  difference  of  |10  per  terra  between 
teachers  who  hold  first  and  second  grade  certificates.  The 
maximum  salaries  for  Assistants  is  $288,  and  the  minimum 

|240. 

The  amount  paid  teachers  for  the  school  year  ending  June 
30,  1869,  was  $6,150.31  more  than  for  the  same  period  end- 
ing June  30,  1368,  The  average  salaries  of  Principals  was 
$488.63  for  the  last  year,  which  was  $32.50  each  more  than 
for  the  previous  year.  The  average  salaries  of  Assistants 
was  $246.29,  which  was  an  increase  of  $28.05  each. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  all  the  schools  were 
supplied .  with  new  text  books..  The  books,  &c.,  were 
furnished  ar  reasonable  and  reduced  rates  ;  still,  the  amount 
expended  for  that  purpose  was  $15,439.31.  The  old  books 
in  the  schools  were  sold  in  exchange,  from  which  source 
$2,718.64  was  realized.  Deduct  the  amount  received  for 
the  old  books,,  and  the  cost  for  furnishing  the  schools  with 
new  books  and  stationery  was  $12,720  67,  which  was  $250.01 
more  than  the  amount  received  from  pupils  for  book  fees. 
The  same  book  list  (with  two  additional  books)  has  been 
re-adopfed  by  tlie  Board,  and  will  be  continued  the  ensuing 
year.  This  will  produce  a  considerable  deci'ease  in  the 
expenses  for  books  and  stationery,  at  least  $4,000  in  the 
next  year. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  build  several  new 
school  houses  during  the  ensuing  year,  as  follows  :  One 
brick  house,  same  inside  as  frame  No,  5  (two  rooms)  at  Cal- 
verton,  1st  election  district;  frame  house,  according  to  plan 
No,  2,  at  Powhattan,  2nd  election  district;  frame  house, 
according  to  plan  No.l,atWoodensburg,4th  election  district; 
stone  house,  according  to  plan  No,  4,  at  Hereford,  7th  elec- 
tion district ;  frame  house,  according  to  plan  No,  2,  at  Hiss', 
9th  election  district ;  frame  house,  according  to  plan  No.  5, 
(two  rooms,)  at  Mount  Washington,  9th  election  district  ; 
frame  house,  according  to  plan  No.  2,  at  .five  milestone, 
Philadelphia  turnpike.,  12th  election  district. 
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Some  of  the  lots  upon  which  these  houses  will  be  built 
have  already  been  donated  ;  others  will  be  given,  and  some 
will  have  to  be  purchased.  A  stone  school  house  near 
Eider's  Station,  9th  election  district,  with  one-half  acre 
attached,  was  offered  to  be  deeded  to  the  School  Commis- 
sioners upon  condition  that  the  Board  would  improve  and 
put  the  house  in  good  repair.  The  offer  was  accepted  by 
the  Board. 

It  will  take  about  |15,000  to  purchase  the  school  house 
lots  required,  build  the  contemplated  improvements,  and  to 
furnish  the  houses  when  built.  A  majority  of  the  houses 
will  be  finished  and  handed  over  to  the  Board  by  the  first 
of  Marcli  next. 

The  estimated  value  of  property  held  for  school  purposes 
last  year  was  $47,920.60.  Two  new  houses,  one  at  EUicott 
City,  1st  election  district,  and  one  at  Gorsuch's,  5th  elec-. 
tion  district,  have  been  completed  during  the  year,  at  an 
aggregate  cost  of  |1, 916. 50,  and  |4,174.61  was  expended  in 
repairing  and  furnishing  houses.  These  amounts  added  to 
the  last  estimate  make  the  present  value  $53,011.71. 

Schools  are  held  in  some  houses,  the  legal  title  of  which, 
is  not  vested  in  the  School  Commissioners. 

The  total  cost  of  the  system  last  year  was  $92,705.51. 
Of  thai,  amount  $5,091.11  was  for  permanent  improvements, 
repairs  and  furniture. 

It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  estimate,  even  by  approxima- 
tion, for  the  cost  of  the  system  for  the  next  year,  from  the 
fact  that  there  are  several  contingencies  upon  which  the 
expenses  may  be  increased. 

First.   An  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  schools. 

Second.  If  the  teachers  should  avail  themselves  of  the 
advantages  offered  them,  and  any  considerable  number  of 
the  second  grade  teachers  should  obtain  first  grade  certifi- 
cates. In  either  or  both  of  these  events,  the  amount  for 
the  salaries  of  teachers  would  be  increased. 

Third.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  schools. 

Fourth.  Repairing  and  furnishing  school  houses. 
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Fifth.  Building  and  furnishing  new  school  houses 

Many  houses  were,  from  necessity,  neglected  during  the 
war,  and  a  large  number  of  them  are  still  out  of  repair. 
New  houses,  apart  from  the  ones  already  provided  for,  are 
needed  in  different  sections  of  the  county.  The  amount 
actually  required  for  the  two  last  items  could  be  run  up  to 
quite  a  large  sum,  but  new  school  houses,  repairs  and  furni- 
ture is  an  important  and  expensive  subject,  and  one  that 
must  be  apprnached  prudentl}^,  and  carried  into  effect 
gradually. 

As  an  approximation,  we  think  it  would  be  safe  to  calcu- 
late that  the  improvements  contemplated  can  be  made,  and 
the  system  carried  on  the  next  year,  upon  its  present  basis, 
for  about  $102,000  ;  and  that  this  can  be  done  without  in- 
creasing the  amount  at  present  levied  in  the  county  for 
school  purposes.  This  amount  would  also  continue  to  pro- 
vide for  some  permanent  improvements  and  repairs  each 
year.

The  Board  of  School  Commissioners  have  (in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  School  Law^)  required  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners  to  levy  such  additional  sums  upon 
the  assessable  property  of  the  county  as  would  be  necessary 
to  carry  on  the  system  economically  and  efficiently  in  this 
county,  and  it  affords  us  pleasure  to  say  that  the  County 
Commissioners  have,  at  all  times,  promptly  levied  the 
amount  designated. 

The  three  last  levies  on  the  assessable  property  of  the 
county  have  been  as  follows,  viz  ;

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The  taxes  have  been  paid  over  promptly  by  the  treasurer 
of  the  county,  as  collected,  but  it  is  not  safe  to  calculate 
upon  receiving  more  than  two-thirds  or  three-fourths  of  the 
amount  in  the  same  year  that  the  levy  is  made. 

At  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  a  small  balance  was 
still   due  on   the  levy  of  1867;    $23,519.00   on  the  levy  of 

1868.  From  these  balances,  and  on  account  of  the  levy  of 

1869,  $40,205.31  was  the  total  amount  received  from   the 
County  School  tax  in  the  last  fiscal  year. 

Of  the  amount  received  into  the  treasury  last  year,  the 
State  contributed  $35,241.82,  and  the  county,  (from  difFer- 
sources,)  $55,392.61,  making  the  amount  contributed  lo- 
cally, $20,150.79  more  than  that  received  from  the  State. 

The  School  Law  is  not  claimed  to  be  perfect.  Many 
changes,  some  of  much  and  others  of  minor  importance, 
could  be  suggested,  but  we  have  not  experienced  any  serious 
difficulties  in  carrying  on  the  schools  under  it.  The  system 
of  Free  Public  Schools  is  not  new,  not  an  experiment,  but 
a  living  institution  in  this  county,  this  being  the  twentietb 
annual  report  upon  that  important  subject.  In  the  last  Be- 
})ort,  I  briefly  alluded  to  some  facts  in  its  history,  and  by 
figures  illustrated  its  progress  in  this  community. 

The  great  and  essential  points  of  success  of  any  system, 
are,  first,  the  means  to  support  it ;  and  second,  thorough 
and  efficient  management  and  supervision. 

The  people  of  Baltimore  County  have  long  since  recog- 
nized the  importance  of  a  system  of  free  public  education, 
and  cheerfully  contribute  the  necessary  means  to  support  it. 

All  propositions  for  changes  in  the  law  should  be  care- 
fully considered  and  well  matured,  and  only  such  should  be 
made  as  experience  and  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  sys- 
tem should  suggest.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

On  the  15tli  November,  1868,  tlie  Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners abolished  the  sliding  scale  heretofore  in  use  in 
this  county,  whereby  each  teacher's  salary  was  made  to 
depend  on  the  number  of  pupils  on  his  school  roll,  and  sub- 
stituted fixed  salaries  in  lieu  thereof.  We  pay  first  grade 
teachers  $450  per  year,  and  second  grade  $400.  Of  the 
former  grade  we  have  thirteen  teachers,  and  of  the  latter 
grade  seven. 

Whether  this  action  of  the  Board  was  wise  or  otherwise, 
is,  I  think,  a  question  of  some  doubt.  Since  the  abolition 
of  the  sliding  scale,  and  the  substitution  of  fixed  salaries_, 
the  number  of  pupils  reported  in  attendance  upon  our  schools 
has  somewhat  diminished.  Whether  this  falling  off  in 
attendance  for  the  last  half  year  is  owing  to  accidental  and 
local  causes,  or  whether  it  is  due  to  the  want  of  the  stimulus 
which  the  sliding  scale  gave,  must  be  tested  by  further  ex- 
perience. If  it  proceeds  from  the  latter  cause,  the  sliding 
scale  will  probably  be  restored. 

During  the  year  we  have  erected  in  the  1st  Election  Dis- 
trict, near  Drum  Point,  a  new  school  house,  24x24,  with 
vestibule,  (according  to  plans  and  specifications  marked  No. 
1,  in  your  late  report,)  at  a  cost  of  |700. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  requiring  the 
School  Board  to  call  upon  the  County  Commissioners   for 
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such  additional  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  keep  the  schools 
in  opoiation,  we  called  upon  them  early  in  June  for  $2,500, 
which  amount  they  prom})t]y  levied  for  our  use.  A  part  of 
this  is  accounted  for  in  our  financial  report.  The  remainder 
will  be  accounted  for  when  drawn  and  used  by  us. 

The  condition  of  our  schools,  the  deservedly  high  char- 
acter of  our  corps  of  teachers,  the  difficulties,  financial  and 
otherwise,  under  whicli  we  have  labored,  were  fully  set  forth 
in  our  late  report,  written  as  late  as  February  last ;  I  hardly 
think  it  necessary  again  to  enter  upon  those  subjects  at  this 
time. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  been  made  painfully  aware 
of  many  defects  in  the  present  school  law,  growing,  doubt- 
less, out  of  the  hasty  manner  in  v/hich  it  was  prepared  and 
])assed  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature.  These  defects 
will  doubtless  be  remedied  by  the  incoming  Legislature, 
under  your  advice  and  counsel,  whose  duty  it  is  to  "  make 
suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools,  and  the 
advancement  of  public  education."  We  therefore  forbear 
to  point  out  what  we  regard  as  defects,  and  to  recommend 
amendments,  knowing  that  that  duty  rests  in  abler  hands 
than  ours. 

Embarrassed  as  we  have  often  been  by  these  defects  in  the 
law,  we  cannot,  perhaps,  claim  for  our  administration  a  suc- 
cess equal  to  our  hopes  and  wishes  ;  but  we  have  the  grati- 
fication of  knowing  that  our  efforts  in  the  cause  of  education 
have  been  approved  by  a  vast  majority  of  our  fellow  country- 
men, as  demonstrated  at  the  recent  election.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Sir : — Since  my  last  Annual  Report  nearly  all  the 
schools  have  been  in  regular  operation,  and  I  believe  the 
teachers  have  generally  done  good  service,  and  given  satis- 
faction in  their  respective  districts.  Many  have  labored 
under  disadvantages  too  common  in  their  avocation.  There 
has,  in  too  many  instances,  been  an  embarrassing  and  inju- 
rious lack  of  a  proper  supply  of  text  books  in  the  hands  of 
their  pupils,  *owing  generally  to  a  culpable  indifference  on 
the  part  of  parents  in  procuring  these  important  means  of 
instruction  at  the  desire  and  request  of  the  teacher,  who  is 
the  best  judge  of  the  needs  of  his  pupils.  It  is  certainly- 
painful  to  the  earnest  and  enthusiastic  teacher,  as  well  as  to 
all  who  wish  well  to  the  cause  of  education,  to  see  indiffer- 
ence anywhere  in  those  who  should  be  interested  and  actively 
engaged  in  forwarding  to  the  greatest  possible  success  the 
system  of  public  instruction  the  State  has  so  generously  pro- 
vided. Whilst  it  is  true  that  the  success  of  every  school 
must  mainly  depend  upon  the  scholarship,  aptness  to  teach, 
and  diligence  of  the  instructor,  yet  these  must  measurably 
fail  if  sympathy  and  co-operation  from  others  are  wanting. 
Certain  it  is  that  the  people  of  every  school  district  must  be 
interested  in  the  subject  of  education,  and  actively  alive  to 
the  work,  to  insure  success.     The  teacher  feels  encouraged 


*Owing  entirely  to  the  Board  of  Caroline  County  neglecting  to  comply  with 
the  law  :  "Each  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners  shall  purchase  the  text 
books  for  their  respective  counties.  *  »  «  *  *  They  shall  authorize  the 
delivery  of  books  and  stationery  to  the  various  schools,"  &c. — N. 
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and  strengthened  when  this  is  the  case,  and  is  sure  more 
fully  to  do  his  duty.  The  Commissioners  are  ever  ready  to 
aid  indigent  pupils  in  supplying  books  gratuitously.  This 
they  have  done  when  such  cases  have  been  brought  to  their 
knowledge. 

Another  hindrance  to  greater  success  in  the  work  is  found 
in  the  condition  of  too  many  school  houses  and  their  furni- 
ture. Some  of  these  are  ill-constructed — unsuitable  in  size 
and  shape,  and  others  are  in  a  decayed  and  almost  uninhab- 
itable state,  affording  but  little  comfort  to  teacher  and  pu- 
pils, and  endangeriug  the  health  of  both.  The  forms  and 
benches  in  some  are  sadly  uniit  for  use,  and  void  of  comfort. 

But  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  Board,  hitherto 
able  to  do  but  little  in  the  way  of  remedying  this  state  of 
things,  contemplate  next  year,  by  repairs,  to  put  these 
houses  in  a  more  fit  condition  for  use.  To  this  end  chiefly 
they  required  the  County  Commissioners  to  levy  the  sum  of 
|5,000.  We  then  may  confidently  look  forward  to  the  time 
when  we  shall  enjoy  this  measure  of  relief  and  addition  to 
our  means  of  educational  success.  The  want  of  funds  is  our 
apology  for  this  state  of  things. 

Whilst  the  indifference  of  some  may  be  complained  of  in 
some  respects,  it  is  with  unfeigned  pleasure  that  I  can  men- 
tion the  commendable  interest,  zeal,  and  activity  of  some  in 
the  good  work.  Several  new  school  houses  have  been  built, 
and  are  in  process  of  erection  in  different  parts  of  the  county 
by  the  means  and  efforts  of  gentlemen  in  their  respective 
districts — who,  knowing  the  Board  had  not  the  funds,  fur- 
nished their  own  means  to  accomplish  this  work.  At  An- 
dersontown  there  is  a  commodious  and  well  arranged  house 
that  has  been  completed  and  in  use  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  year.  Another  in  Thawley's  District,  the  fruit  of  the 
praiseworthy  interest  of  some  of  the  patrons.  At  Greens- 
borough  they  are  erecting,  through  the  same  spirit,  what  will 
be  an  ample  and  seemly  house.  At  this  place,  and  also  in 
Denton,  Preston  and  Federalsburg,  is  a  Grammar  School 
Department,  in  which  the  higher  branches  and  the  lan- 
guages are  taught. 
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A  Teachers'  Association  has  been  organized,  and  has  had 
several  sessions  in  the  county  town  of  Denton,  with  prospect 
of  no  little  gain  to  the  members  of  the  Association  attending, 
in  stimulating  thought  and  interest  in  the  good  work  and 
increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  teachers. 

The  examinations  of  applicants  for  teachers'  positions  has 
been  fairly  conducted,  and  whilst  we  are  sensible  that  the 
standard  of  scholarship  is  not  in  all  cases  what  is  desired, 
we  trust  in  this  respect  there  will  be  improvement  when 
teachers  become  more  sensible  of  the  expectation  and  re- 
quirement that  they  be  fully  fitted  for  their  work.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Sir:  The  Annual  Reports  of  thePresident  of  the  Board 
of  School  Commissioners  for  Carroll  Count}',  embraced  in  the 
l)ublications  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  up 
to  the  repeal  of  all  former  Acts,  and  the  passage  of  the  present 
school  law,  recites  various  "causes  which  were  operating 
very  seriousl}''  to  prevent  the  coraple.te  success  of  the  excel- 
lent system  of  Public  Schools  in  Carroll  County." 

Among  the  causes  mentioned  as  thus  operating  to  prevent 
success,  were  "  the  deplorable  condition  of  many  of  the 
school  houses,"  an  insufficiency  of  funds  to  "keep  the  schools 
open  for  more  than  two  terms  in  the  year,"  the  "  want  of 
competent  teachers,"  &c. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  present  Board  in  April,  1868, 
it  was  found,  after  careful  inquiry,  that  the  causes  alleged 
to  have  operated  against  the  success  of  the  public  schools, 
were  quite  as  numerous  and  as  formidable  as  had  been  rep- 
resented. One  Election  District  was  almost  destitute  of 
public  school  houses  of  any  kind,  and  many  of  the  buildings 
in  other  districts  were  in  a  dilapidated  condition  and  badly 
ventilated— having,  for  the  most  part,  nothing  better  than 
smoky  stoves  to  warm  the  rooms,  and  slab  benches  to  seat 
the  pupils. 

To  remedy  these  defects,  so  much  deplored  by  their  pre- 
decessors, the  present  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  by  no 
means  insensible  of  the  heavy  disbursements  it  would  re- 
quire, came  to  the  conclusion  to  use,  with  all  possible  econ- 
omy, a  portion  of  the  scliool  fund  belonging  to  the  county, 
and  therewith  aid  the  people  in   building  comfortable  school 
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houses  and  furnishing  them  with  good  stoves  and  patent 
desks  "wherever  tliey  were  most  pressingly  needed  ;  and 
although  much  has  been  done  in  supplying  school  houses 
and  school  comforts,  (as  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the 
disbursements  for  these  purposes,  exhibited  in  the  accom- 
panying report,  which  has  been  published  in  our  newspa- 
pers,) several  parts  of  the  county,  embracing  the  city  of 
Westminster,  still  need  aid  in  building. 

This  application  of  a  part  of  the  school  fund  has  produced 
the  best  results  ;  and  now,  with  few  exceptions,  all  classes 
are  much  encouraged  in  the  belief  that  the  Public  School 
tSystem  has  become  a  complete  success  in  Carroll  County. 
While,  however,  the  School  Commissioners  continue  to  be 
elected  as  the  provisions  of  the  present  law  direct — which^ 
perhaps,  is  the  only  mode  that  will  satisfy  the  public — par- 
tisan opposition  to  any  existing  Board,  which  is  much  to  be 
regretted  because  it  operates  injuriously  to  the  harmony  of 
the  schools,  may  always  be  expected;  but  to  the  Public 
School  System  itself,  it  is  believed  little  or  no  opposition 
exists  in  this  county. 

To  secure  "competent  teachers,"  natives  of  Maryland,  if 
possible,  the  Examiner  was  directed  to  devote  as  much  time 
as  could  be  spared  from  other  duties.  He  therefore  issued 
to  many  young  applicants  temporary  certificates  for  short 
periods,  on  old  forms  found  in  the  office,  admonishing  these 
young  ladies  and  gentlemen  that,  at  each  future  examina- 
tion, the  standard  of  qualification  would  continue  to  rise  ; 
and  the  result  is  that  many  of  our  youthful  teachers  have 
become  diligent  students,  aiming  with  commendable  assi- 
duity to  reach  the  highest  grade  in  the  honorable  profession 
they  have  chosen. 

A  teachers'  institute  for  the  county  has  been  organized, 
and  several  associations  of  teachers  frequently  meet  for  study 
and  mutual  improvement  at  places  near  their  residences^ 
where  they  are  met  by  the  Examiner  as  often  as  he  can 
make  it  convenient  to  be  present.  All  manifest"  a  proper 
zeal  in  the  cause,  and  the  teachers  of  the  first  grade,  about 
thirty  in  number,  remaining   in  the  county,  composed  of 
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ladies  and  gentlemen  of  merit,  are  doing  raucli  to  elevate 
the  cliaracter  of  their  schools  as  well  as  of  their  profession.  ■ 

The  Examiner  visited  each  school  in  the  county  open  at 
the  time  he  was  discharging  this  duty ;  and  to  many  schools 
he  paid  repeated  visits,  having  been  present  at  a  number  of 
the  quarterly  public  examinations  held  by  the  schools  at  the 
close  of  each  term;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  have  learned  in 
this  way  that  the  schools,  with  few  exceptions,  have  been 
conducted  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees  and  the 
Commissioner  of  each  Election  District. 

Relying  on  the  use  of  the  school  fund  to  some  extent,  the 
Board  did  not  ask  the  County  Commissioners  to  levy  any  ad- 
ditional tax  to  sustain  the  schools  in  1868. 

Strenuous  objections  from  almost  every  quarter  having 
been  oflered  to  the  payment  of  a  special  tax  for  the  use  of 
books  not  the  property  of  the  pupils,  the  Board  was  con- 
strained to  permit  their  sale,  and  the  consequence  is  that  the 
books,  having  been  supplied  to  the  Commissioners  individu- 
ally, and  by  them  to  the  teachers,  were  sold  at  a  price  suffi- 
cient to  cover  the  cost ;  and  these  sums  thus  received  for 
books  by  the  teachers  were  deducted  from  their  salaries  ;  so 
that  there  is  no  item  of  expense  for  "  books  and  stationery  " 
in  table  B.  By  referring,  however  to  the  Book  Account, 
following  that  part  of  the  accompanying  statement  of  Re- 
ceipts and  Disbursements  embracing  the  School  Fund,  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  for  books  and  stationery  will  be 
seen,  showing  that  the  sale  of  books  fully  meets  their  cost. 
■  You  will  scarcely  fail  to  observe  that,  for  the  want  of  suf- 
ficient data  in  separate  items,  the  columns  in  tables  A  and 
B,  are  only  partially  filled.  The  number  of  pupils  added  to 
the  rolls  during  each  term, — the  size  and  quality  of  the 
school  houses, — the  number  of  patent  desks  placed  in  each, 
and  in  the  old  buildings  which  have  been  repaired,  and 
other  items  required  to  be  separately  shown,  have  not, 
in  many  cases,  been  returned  and  properly  classified  ;  and, 
therefore,  a  correct  exhibition  of  them  for  each  separate  dis- 
trict must  be  deferred  to  a  future  occasion.  Caution,  how- 
ever, gained  from  past  experience,  will  hereafter  induce  each 
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School  Commissioner  to  examine  the  Teachers'  reports  with 
more  care,  and  to  present  the  bills  of  expenses  separately 
under  their  appropi'iate  heads,  so  that  not  only  the  aggre- 
gate amounts,  but  each  separate  item  referred  to  its  own 
School  and  Election  District,  may  appear  in  its  proper  place 
in  the  tables. 

The  selection  and  adoption  of  text-books  have  caused  much 
perplexity,  and  so  long  as  each  Board  of  School  Commission- 
ers is  unrestricted  iii  the  choice  of  books,  and  interested  par- 
ties and  publishers  are  encouraged  to  press  the  substitution  of 
one  series  for  another,  this  perplexity  will  continue.  Fre- 
quent changes,  which  may  be  expected  so  long  as  there  is  no 
restriction  to  produce  unifoi'mity,  are  expensive  to  the  pupils 
and  embarrassing  to  the  teachers  ;  and,  therefore,  it  appears 
indispensable  that  a  uniform  series  of  text-books,  free  from 
radical  defects,  be  adopted  lor  the  whole  State  of  Marjdand 
by  constituted  authority,  requiring  conformity  thereto  by 
the  School  Commissioners  of  each  county. 

Before  closing  these  remarks,  wliich  should  be  brief,  the 
Board  desires  to  express  the  opinion  that  the  discharge  of  so 
many  distinct  and  sepai-ate  duties — those  of  Examiner,  Sec- 
retary, Treasurer,  Book  Agent,  &c.,  which  the  law  ap})ears 
to  require  of  the  Examiner,  imposes  too  much  labor  upon 
one  officer,  that  when  too  many  different  duties  are  required 
to  be  performed  by  one  and  the  same  person,  at  the  same 
time,  some  of  those  duties,  (important  duties,  too,  perhaps), 
must  necessarily  be  dispatched  hastily  and,  consequently, 
imi)erfectly,  and  that,  therefore,  among  the  amendments 
which  the  law  seems  to  require,  one  should  be  enacted  re- 
lieving the  Examiner  from  the  discharge  of  so  many  conflict- 
ing duties,  thus  allowing  him  time  for  more  frequent  inter- 
course with  the  scholars  and  teachers.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir: — The  Public  Schools  of  this  county  have  been 
kept  open  during  the  year  for  the  period  often  months  pre- 
scribed by  the  law,  though  the  Board  of  Commissioners  have 
been  much  embarrassed  for  lack  of  funds.  The  Schools  have 
all  been  visited  in  the  year  by  tlie  Examiner,  and,  according 
to  his  report,  present  very  gratifying  evidence  of  progress, 
both  in  tlie  character  of  the  teacher,  as  teachers,  and  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  scholai-s.  In  nearly  all  the  Schools  the 
teacViers  appear  to  take  interest  in  their  work  far  beyond  its 
pecuniary  remuneration,  not  only  in  seeking  the  progress  of 
the  })upils,  but  in  the  efforts  to  reach  a  higher  standard  in 
the  vocation  of  teaching. 

With  but  few  exceptions  the  order  maintained  in  the 
Schools  has  been  excellent.  The  effort  has  been  made  to 
secure  this  result  without  undue  severity  ;  and,  though  occa- 
sionally severe  measures  have  been  resorted  to,  generally  the 
administration  of  government  of  the  Schools  has  been  con- 
ducted on  the  principle  of  an  appeal  to  the  highest  motives 
that  govern  human  conduct.  This  subject  is  regulated  by 
rules  laid  down  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board. 

There  have  been  three  large  and  commodious  School 
Houses  built  during  the  year,  and  there  are  seven  more  in. 
proc'  ss  of  erection.  The  Board  feel  deeply  impressed  with 
the  necessity  of  providing  greater  facilities  in  regard  to 
School  Houses  and  their  appliances  than  have  been  liitherto 
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enjoyed  in  order  to  make  the  School  system  such  as  it  ought 
to  be,  and,  as  they  hope,  will  be  in  affording  to  the  young 
the  fullest  opportunity  of  learning.  We  have,  however, 
been  sadly  impeded  in  our  efforts  in  this  direction  for  want 
of  means.  On  this  subject  it  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to  the 
statements  of  the  Annual  Report  as  published. 

From  the  report  of  the  Examiner  in  visits  to  the  Schools 
and  the  various  quarterly  reports  of  the  Commissioners,  as 
well  as  their  personal  supervision,  we  are  warranted  in  stat- 
ing that  the  present  system  of  Public  School  instruction  is  in 
vigorous  operation  in  this  county  and  with  a  good  degree  of 
success.  The  Board  deem  it  proper  to  express  the  conviction 
that,  with  a  few  alterations,  it  will  fully  answer  its  intended 
purpose  in  qualifying  the  young  for  the  various  duties  of  life 
so  far  as  such  instruction  can. 

Our  aim  has  been  to  furnish  all  possible  facilities  in  the 
way  of  comfortable  houses,  proper  books,  and  the  best 
teachers,  and  we  confidently  cherish  the  hope  that,  at  no 
distant  date,  the  Public  Schools  of  our  county  will  not  only 
dispense  the  benefit  of  a  sound  instruction  to  all  the  children^ 
but  be  an  ornament  of  our  county.

Pkof.  M.  a.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir  :  Although  several  changes  in  the  memhership  of 
the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  have  occurred  during  the 
past  year,  the  Secretary  has  been  enabled  to  continue  at  his 
post^  notwithstanding  several  attacks  of  sickness.  In  the 
death  of  Dr.  John  E.  Hooper,  the  President  of  the  Board,  a 
severe  loss  was  sustained  by  the  educational  interests  of  the 
County.  Disregarding  the  calls  to  a  life  of  ease  and  com- 
fort, specially  urgent  in  consequence  of  his  delicate  health, 
he  gave  himself  up — heart  and  soul — to  the  work  of  educat- 
ing and  elevating  the  children  of  his  native  County.  His 
death  will  ever  be  lamented  by  his  associates  in  office,  and 
the  loss  to  the  System,  of  so  warm  a  friend  and  so  energetic 
a  supporter,  will  long  be  felt.  The  Presidency  of  the 
Board,  though,  has  fallen  into  good  hands  by  the  election  of 
W.  W.  Mace,  Esq.,  whose  entire  devotion  to  his  duties  as 
School  Commissioner  and  President,  received  its  due  reward 
by  his  re-election  in  November  of  this  year. 

The  schools  were  opened  promptly  on  the  1st  of  October, 
1868,  and  continued  in  session  for  the  full  ten  months  re- 
quired by  the  law.  The  change  of  the  opening  of  the  scho- 
lastic year,  from  September  1st  to  October  1st,  has  not 
proved  a  success.  During  the  month  of  July  the  Examiner, 
during  his  annual  visitation  of  the  schools,  found  them  very 
slimly  attended — the  whole  number  of  pupils  in  attendance

at  tliis  visitation  not  reaching  one-fourth  of  the  number  on 
the  rolls.  A  most  careful  examination  of  this  reduction  in 
the  numbers  attending  the  schools  showed  that  the  parents 
were  to  blame — they,  in  nearl}^  every  instance,  witlulrawing 
their  children  for  farming  purposes,  &c.  I  was  satisfied 
that  greater  power  should  be  given  to  the  Commissioners  or 
to  the  Examiner,  or  the  Local  Trustees,  to  close  schools  so 
much  reduced  in  numbers  as  to  cease  to  be  of  general  benefit 
to  a  community.  It  will  still  continue  to  be  a  subject  of 
mortification  to  school  authorities  that  advantages  of  this 
sort  should  continue  to  be  so  little  appreciated  by  the  people  ; 
but  this  very  indifference  furnishes  one  of  the  strongest 
arguments  in  favor  of  a  School  System. 

The  subject  of  compulsory  attendance  will  continue  to  be 
an  unpopular  one,  but  as  the  necessity  of  a  School  System  is 
universally  acknowledged,  and  as  the  evidences  of  imper- 
fection are  almost  as  general,  any  suggestion  of  a  possible 
improvement  will  always  be  worthy  of  consideration.  Now 
with  the  fact  plainly  enough  evident  of  very  slim  attendance 
on  the  schools,  should  not  the  minds  of  school  authorities  be 
directed  to  the  removal  of  this  reproach?  Compulsory  at- 
tendance will  alone  relieve  the  System  of  this  impediment, 
and  why  it  should  be  an  unpopular  remedy  I  cannot  see. 
Men  submit  to  much  greater  inconvenience  in  various  ways, 
in  their  orderly  submission  to  the  laws.  The  discharge  of 
military  duty,  or  jury  duty,  or  as  extra  policemen,  and  in 
many  other  ways,  requires  a  surrender  of  one's  own  will  to 
the  law  and  the  general  good  of  society.  In  the  great  and 
noble  work  of  educating  the  young  of  the  State,  the  ridicu- 
lous excuse  of  needing  the  children's  services  at  home, 
scarcely  deserves  a  moment's  consideration.  It  has  occurred 
to  me  in  this  connection  that  a  modification  of  the  hours  of 
tuition  would  meet  objections  of  this  nature.  If  the  hours 
were  arranged  so  that  a  pupil  would  be  discharged  for  the 
day  at  2  P.  M.,  these  objections  would  have  still  less  force, 
as  there  would  be  ample  time,  in  the  remainder  of  the  day, 
to  discharge  such  duties  as  might  be  required  of  the  young. 
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There  is  no  doubt  that,  in  many  cases,  this  objection  is 
raised  by  i)ersons  who  selfishly  withdraw  their  children 
from  school  for  their  own  advantage,  having  no  wish  that 
they  should  enjoy  advantages  greater  than  they  have  ob- 
tained themselves.  Let  the  public  mind,  though,  once  be 
united  jn  the  benefit  and  necessity  of  general  education  in  a 
country  constituted  as  ours  is,  and  these  difficulties  will  be 
overcome,  and  soon  the  attendance  on  schools  will  be  as 
regular  here  as  it  is  in  European  countries — not  in  submis- 
sion to  the  will  of  a  monarch,  but  in  orderly  obedience  to 
the  people's  own  laws. 

A  difficulty  of  a  more  serious  nature,  long  known  and 
ever  impatiently  borne,  actually  threatens  the  System  in  this 
County  with  utter  overthrow.  1  allude  to  the  difficulty  of 
collecting  the  County  Levy  with  gradually  decreasing  receipts 
from  the  State  Levy.  The  County  Levy  becomes  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  continuance  of  the  schools.  The  County 
Levy  for  1868  was  $8,000— of  which  sum  but  $2,773  has 
been. received — leaving  a  balance  of  $5,237  due  the  School 
Board.  The  consequence  of  this  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
County  Collectors  to  pay  the  balance  is  seen  in  my  financial 
report,  where  a  seeming  balance  of  $7,024.48  appears  as  due 
to  the  Treasurer,  because  teachers'  accounts  in  full  are 
reported  on  the  credit  side  to  the  amount  of  $18,936.49,  of 
Avhich,  at  least,  $5,500  were  due  at  the  time  of  making  that 
report,  and  orders  on  the  County  Treasurer  had  been  given 
in  payment  of  many  of  these  salaries,  which  orders  have  not 
yet  heen  returned  to  this  office,  and  cannot  properly  he  charged 
against  the  Treasurer.  In  many  cases  these  orders  were 
only  turned  into  cash  at  heavy  discount. 

When  the  balance  due  by  the  County  on  the  levy  of  1868 
has  been  paid,  but  a  very  small  addition  to  the  balance 
brought  over  from  1867  will  exist,  and  this  slight  increase 
is  mainly  due  to  some  extra  expense  in  exchange  of  text 
books,  and  to  the  large  number  of  schools  kept  open  during 
-the  entire  year.  For  the  future  the  Board  have  decided  upon 
the  issue  of  printed  orders  on  the  County  Treasurer,  coun- 
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tersigned  as  follows  :  "  Eeceivable-  in  payment  of  County 
TaxeSj  by  an  order  of  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners, 
passed  September  13th,  1869."  These  orders  are  made  in 
small  amounts,  so  that  a  quarter's  pay  to  a  teacher  is  paid 
in  three  or  four  orders,  thus  enabling  him  to  raise  the 
amount  from  smaller  tax  payers.  They  will  be  used  in 
payment  of  salaries  for  two  terms  of  the  scholastic  year,  the 
other  two  terms  being  paid  by  checks  on  the  bank.  My  own 
impression  is  that  this  mode  of  utilizing  the  County  Levy 
will  prove  a  success,  and  that  teachers  in  future  will  have  no 
difficulty  in  negotiating  them  at  par  for  cash.  The  old 
orders  were  generally  given  so  late  in  the  year  that  the 
taxes  had,  in  the  best  cases,  been  paid — and  some  trouble 
was  experienced  in  working  off  these  orders  to  the  slower 
payers.  The  Secretary  is  aware  that  orders  of  this  sort  have 
long  been  used,  but  he  thinks  the  check-like  printed  form, 
countersigned  with  the  order  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners, and  then  the  breaking  up  of  the  orders  into 
small  amounts,  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars  each,  together 
with  the  immediate  use  of  them  in  payment  of  the  first  and 
second  term  salaries,  will  prove  to  be  of  service — are  im- 
provements in  fact — and  will  make  these  papers  negotiable 
at  par. 

The  number  of  first  grade  Certificates  granted  during  the 
year  was  six,  and  of  the  second  grade  seventeen.  A  few 
teachers,  without  certificates,  still  continue  to  teach  at  re- 
duced salary  in  places  where  higher  grade  teachers  will  not 
reside,  or  cannot  procure  board.  The  salaries  adopted  last 
year,  as  follows  :  Of  first  grade  Teachers,  |500  ;  of  second 
grade  $350,  have  been  continued.  The  number  of  first  grade 
Teachers  now  teaching  in  the  county  being  thirteen. 

Two  School  Houses  have  been  built  during  the  year,  and 
the  necessity  of  largely  increasing  the  number  of  houses  be- 
comes more  and  more  evident.  Dorchester  is  second  in  ex- 
tent only  to  Allegany  County,  and  instead  of  sixty  Schools, 
should  have  at  least  eighty  to  ninety,  so  that  all  parts  of  the 
County  might  be  properly  provided  for.  In  parts  of  the 
County  School  Houses  are  eight,  ten  and  in  one  case  fourteen 
miles  distant  from  others,  and  the  country  between  is  ut- 
terly neglected. 
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As  yet,  no  regular  High  School  for  the  County  has  been 
established,  but  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Cambridge  Male  Academy  by  which  the  ad- 
vantages of  higher  education  are  provided  for  the  boys  of  the 
County  at  greatly  reduced  rates.  The  School  in  consequence 
of  this  arrangement  has  increased  its  roll  of  pupils  to  120  in 
the  Fall  term,  with  a  certainty  of  largely  increasing  the 
number  during  the  Winter  term.  The  expenses  of  the  Clas- 
sical and  Mathematical  course  have  been  reduced  to  $30  per 
annum,  the  entire  English  course  being  free  to  all.  While 
the  Examiner  appreciates  fully  advantages  of  this  sort,  he 
cannot  urge  any  larger  appropriations  to  institutions  of  this 
sort,  until  the  more  destitute  parts  of  the  county  are  provided 
with  Primary  Schools,  or  until  such  an  interest  in  the  cause 
of  education  is  developed  as  will  justify  the  County  Commis- 
sioners in  levying  money  to  carry  on  the  Primary  and  higher 
Schools  at  the  same  time. 

The  general  condition  and  management  of  the  Schools  du- 
ring the  past  year  was  favorable  and  encouraging.  All  of 
them  were  better  attended  than  during  the  preceding  year  ; 
showing  an  increase  of  pupils  of  over  two  hundred.  If  we 
except  the  Cambridge  Academies,  partly  supported  by  an 
allowance  from  the  State  School  Fund,  and  thereby  enabled 
to  place  their  terms  of  tuition  very  low,  there  were  but  two 
strictly  private  Schools  in  the  County,  one  for  small  children 
of  both  sexes  in  Cambridge  well  conducted  by  Miss  H.  Le 
Compte,  and  one  in  New  Market  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Percy.  I  think  this  simple  fact  shows  how  important  and 
how  necessary  the  public  general  system  is  to  this  County, 
at  least.  Nothing  pains  me  more  than  to  hear  a  wish  ex- 
pressed for  the  entire  overthrow  of  the  system,  when  I  know 
how  very  dependent  the  people  of  the  County  are  upon  this 
very  system  for  any  educational  advantages  at  all,  although 
we  are  paying  heavily  in  taxes  for  the  support  of  the  Schools 
in  all  some  twenty-three  cents  on  the  hundred  dollms  ;  yet  we 
are  still  greatly  benefitted  by  the  law,  as  we  receive  from 
the  State  Tax  and  Public  School  Fund  nearly  nine  thousand 
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dollars  more  than  we  raise  in  tlie  County.  A  great  part  of 
this  aid  comes  from  the  city  of  Baltimore,  thus  returning  to 
the  poorer  Counties,  in  the  most  useful  manner,  some  part  of 
tlie  henefits,  we  in  common  with  the  other  parts  of  the  State 
have  for  so  many  years  been  conferring  upon  her.  Let  this 
noble  sentiment  of  our  oneness,  our  common  interest  and 
sympathy  be  fully  acknowledged,  and  the  State  School  Sys- 
tem and  all  other  works  of  general  improvement  will  be 
successful.  But  let  each  part  of  the  State  contend  simply  for 
its  own  selfish  advantage,  and  disaster  to  general  education 
and  to  good  works  in  common  must  Ibllow. 

It  should  not  be  expected  that  very  superior  teachers  may 
be  obtained  for|350  and  $500  per  annum,  and  the  Board  at 
present  can  give  no  more.  But  the  Examiner  has  often  ex- 
pressed his  surprise  that  so  many  really  able  teachers  have 
been  employed  as  we  now  have  in  the  Schools  of  the  County. 
Take  them  all  in  all,  he  mustclaimfor  the  corps  of  teachers, 
a  respectable  position  in  the  relative  standard  of  teachers  ill 
the  State. 

Much  of  the  apathy  in  the  County,  in  regard  to  this  great 
interest  results  from  the  depressed  condition  of  our  financial 
affairs.  Repeated  failures  in  crops  have  brought  many  of 
our  most  estimable  citizens  to  the  verge  of  ruin,  and  there 
is  a  disposition  in  many  persons  to  throw  over  everything 
even  the  education  of  their  children,  that  they  may  get  out 
of  trouble.  Several  changes  in  the  past  year  though,  o-ive 
intimation  of  improvement  in  our  affairs.  The  completion 
of  the  Dorchester  and  Delaware  Railroad  passing  through 
the  upper  half  of  the  County,  within  two  years  of  the  first 
breaking  of  the  ground,  is  an  evidence  of  vigor  and  energy 
in  the  community,  unsurpassed  on  this  shore.  Arrano-e- 
ments  for  opening  new  lines  of  steamboats  to  the  lower  part 
of  the  county  have  already  been  made,  and  in  another  year 
we  may  hope  that  the  returns  from  our  regular  cereal  crops 
will  be  increased  threefold  from  the  sales  of  valuable  fruits  of 
the  land,  and  the  scarcely  less  valuable  products  of  the 
water.  A  determination,  very  evident  to  the  observant  on 
the  part  of  a  large  majority  of  our  people  to  adapt  themselves 
and  their  business  to  the  new  state  of  afiairs  in  the  laud  and 
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to  live  strictly  within  their  means  affords  the  greatest  en- 
couragement to  all  who  desire  the  welfare  of  the  county. 
All  of  these  events  and  conditions  attract  the  attention  of 
persons  outside  of  the  country,  and  a  considerable  immigra- 
tion may  safely  be  counted  upon  to  increase  our  material 
wealth,  to  infuse  new  energy  in  our  people,  and  to  teach 
them  improved  methods  of  industry.  The  School  system 
will  surely  be  affected  by  these  favoring  circumstances,  and 
improvement  in  its  management  will  doubtless  keep  pace 
with  the  other  improvements  in  our  affairs. 

The  very  favorable  notice  of  the  Colored  Schools  of  the 
county,  to  be  found  in  last  year's  Eeport,  might  be  repeated 
here.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  Commissioners  continue 
their  fostering  care  of  these  schools,  under  the  conviction 
that  a  class  of  people  so  nearly  connected  with  our  race  by 
association  and  former  service  and  old  memories,  and  likely 
so  soon  to  be  endowed  with  equal  political  privileges,  should 
be  encouraged  in  their  efforts  to  raise  themselves  from  their 
present  anomalous  position  to  an  honorable  one,  and  to  fit 
themselves  to  discharge  properly  any  duties  that  may  be 
incumbent  on  them.  So  far,  the  only  allowance  made  to 
them  in  money  is  the  amount  of  their  own  School  Tax  paid 
in  the  county — a  very  small  sum — the  balance  of  the  cost  of 
tuition  being  paid  by  the  patrons  of  the  schools,  and  by  the 
Baltimore  Association  for  the  Moral  and  Educational  Im- 
provement of  the  Colored  People. 

Due  notice,  by  means  of  the  three  newspapers  published 
in  Cambridge,  together  with  handbills  at  the  school- 
houses,  was  given  for  the  election  of  District  Trustees 
throughout  the  county  in  May  last.  In  about  one-third  of 
the  districts  elections  were  held,  though  the  number  of 
voters  in  nearly  every  district  was  small.  In  the  remaining 
districts  no  interest  was  manifested ;  possibly  from  entire 
satisfaction  with  the  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
School  Commissioners.  No  expense  attended  this  election, 
and  where  no  elections  were  held  the  old  trustees  were 
generally  appointed  by  the  Board. 
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The  oft-repeated  complaint  of  the  condition  of  the  school 
houses,  the  want  of  proper  furniture,  the  absolute  need  of 
a  large  number  of  new  houses,  need  not  be  renewed  in  this 
report.  The  only  eifectual  way  to  overcome  these  difficul- 
ties in  the  proper  management  of  school  work,  is,  by  a  sys- 
tem of  rigid  economy,  to  save  enough  from  our  meagre 
funds  to  add  a  few  advantages  of  this  sort  annually,  with 
the  hope  that  every  improvement  will  increase  popular  in- 
terest, and  thus  gradually  pave  the  way  to  a  thorough  pre- 
paration in  the  erection  and  the  convenient  furnishing  of 
proper  houses,. 

As  some  attention  at  the  approaching  session  of  the 
Legislature  will  doubtless  be  given  to  the  School  Law  to 
make  it  more  simple  and  efficient,  a  few  suggestions  of 
really  needful  changes  may  not  be  out  of  place.  I  have 
little  doubt  that  every  Examiner  in  the  State  will  agree  with 
me  that  there  has  been  unwillingness  to  obtrude  our  affairs 
upon  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School,  While  every  in- 
quiry has  been  properly  answered,  and  every  dut}--  possible 
as  Superintendent  of  the  System  has  been  performed,  yet 
all  of  the  school  officers,  I  i'ear,  have  hesitated  to  seek  that 
advice  so  necessary  in  the  management  of  such  a  complete 
system.  This  hesitation  arose  from  our  knowledge  of  the 
arduous  duties  incumbent  on  him  as  Principal  of  the  Nor- 
mal School,  and  the  impossibility  of  one  man  discharging 
both  duties  efficiently.  No  doubt  some  arrangement  will 
be  made  by  which  tliis  State  or  general  supervision  of  the 
schools  may  no  longer  be  a  burden  upon  the  head  of  the 
Normal  School. 

As  suggested  in  my  report  for  1868,  the  inconvenience  of 
requiring  the  attendance  of  at  least  three  commissioners  at 
the  examination  of  teachers  is  still  more  evident  to  me. 
This  year,  if  the  attendance  of  some  part  of  the  Board  is 
deemed  necessary,  then  a  single  member  should  be  consid- 
ered sufficient,  though  I  am  still  satisfied  that  the  examina- 
tion should  be  left  entirely  to  the  Examiner. 
8 
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The  great  size  of  our  Board  is  another  serious  impedi- 
ment to  the  discharge  of  business.  The  Principal  of  the 
Normal  School  has  suggested  to  me  an  arrangement  which 
may  overcome  this  difficulty.  It  is  at  least  worth  a  trial. 
The  plan  is  to  continue  the  Board  as  at  present  constituted, 
one  member  from  eacli  Election  District  ;  said  Board  to 
meet  once  a  year,  at  which  time  the  Annual  Eeport  must  be 
presented  and  examined,  and  the  year's  work  laid  out. 
During  the  year  the  general  business  of  the  Board  to  be 
discharged  by  an  executive  committee  of  three  members, 
elected  for  the  year  by  the  entire  Board  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing. There  would  be  much  less  risk  of  disappointment  in 
calling  a  meeting  of  this  committee  than  of  the  whole 
Board,  as  the  members  of  the  committee  would  know  that 
two,  at  least,  must  attend  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

At  the  last  moment,  (Nov.  29,)  the  Secretary  regrets  to 
announce  the  destruction  of  two  of  the  school  houses  by 
fire  ;  one  entirely  the  work  of  an  incendiary,  the  other  the 
result  of  accident,  or  from  some  defect  in  the  construction  of 
the  house,  as  it  was  a  new  one,  and  had  been  occupied  but 
two  weeks.  Thorough  examination  of  the  circumstances 
attending  these  losses  should  be  made  by  order  of  the 
Board.  It  will  occur  again  to  the  Board  that  these  heavy 
losses  should  be  lessened,  if  possible,  by  insuring  the  houses, 
60  that  at  least  part  of  the  value  may  be  recovered. 

In  my  report  for  1868  I  stated  that  we  might  count  upon 
the  following  funds :

From  my  report  for  this  year  you  will  see  that  we  received 
but  $12,776.68  from  State  Tax,  leaving  a  deficiency  from 
this  source  alone  of  $1,815.32.  From  State  School  Fund 
we  received  $2,316. o2  instead  of  $2,318,  and  from  County 
Levy,  $2,773  instead  of  $8,000.     The  balance  of  this  County 
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Levy  will  be  obtained  to  meet  in  part  the  large  balance  now 
apparently  due  the  Treasurer. 

For  the  coming  year,  if  we  adopt  the  State  amounts  as 
received  this  year,  and  add  the  County  Levy,  we  will  have:

From  this  amount  to  make  up  the  deficiency  of  last  year, 
to  continue  the  large  number  of  schools  now  in  operation, 
and  to  erect  the  many  school  houses  now  ordered  by  the 
Board,  is  a  simple  impossibility.  The  session  must  either 
be  shortened,  the  salaries  of  teachers  and  incidental  expenses 
of  schools  must  be  reduced,  or  the  houses  cannot  be  built 
without  our  carrying  over  to  the  next  year  a  largely  in- 
creased balance  of  unsettled  claims  against  the  Board.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Bear  Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  condition  of 
the  Public  Schools  of  Frederick  County  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1869,  as  shown  by  the  subjoined  tables  of  sta- 
tistics. Our  Schools,  with  but  few  exceptions,  have  been  in 
operation  for  10  months.  They  numbered  for  the  fall  term 
107,  winter  term  114,  spring  term  114,  summer  term  102, 
with  an  average  of  121  teachers,  and  a  total  number  of  pu- 
pils 7,992.  The  salaries  of  our  teachers  have  been  increased, 
above  what  they  have  heretofore  ranged,  more  than  ten  per 
cent.  The  gross  amount  paid  teachers'  salaries  for  the  past 
year  was  $39,662  52;  for  Incidentals  $3,950  81,  and  for 
Books  and  Stationery  $11,092  16,  which  is  an  average  cost 
of  each  School  $479  87  ;  cost  for  each  pupil  attending  school 
during  the  year,  including  books,  &c.,  68.4  cents  per  month, 
or  without  books  54.5  cents. 

The  maximum  salary  given  to  teachers  holding  first  grade 
certificates  is  $600  ;  the  minimum  $400  ;  teachers  holding 
second  grade  certificates  have  salaries  ranging  from  $320  to 
$420,  assistant  teachers  receive  $300.  A  commendable  zeal 
has  been  manifested  by  each  member  of  the  Board,  and  by  a 
majority  of  the  Trustees  to  advance  the  interests  and  increase 
the  efficiency  of  our  Schools,  and  it  is  a  source  of  great  plea- 
sure to  review  our  operations  for  the  period  during  which  we 
have  controlled  this  great  public  interest. 
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During  that  time  a  large  number  of  our  School  Houses 
have  been  repaired,  and  appropriation  made  for  the  building 
of  eleven  new  ones,  nearly  all  of  which  have  been  completed 
and  are  now  in  successful  operation.  Our  work  has  been 
greatly  circumscribed  for  want  of  funds  to  meet  the  growing 
demand  for  new  School  Houses,  the  building  of  which  must 
te  indefinitely  postponed,  or  a  more  liberal  provision  made 
by  County  levy  for  this  purpose  than  has  been  our  good  for- 
tune heretofore  to  secure. 

Our  Schools  are  fully  supplied  with  all  necessary  books, 
stationery^  &c.,  for  their  thorough  organization  and  classifi- 
cation, and  the  practical  results  of  this  feature  of  our  system 
are  satisfactorily  shown  by  comparing  the  School  work  of 
the  year  just  passed  with  any  previous  year,  showing  a  very 
largely  increased  number  of  pupils  in  all  the  branches  of 
School  studies. 

Our  Board  has  made  constant  efforts  to  secure  the  services 
of  good  teachers,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony 
to  their  increased  efficiency  in  and  devotion  to  the  calling. 

The  non-attendance  of  many  of  our  children  at  any  school, 
and  the  very  irregular  attendance  of  many  of  those  registered 
are  sources  of  great  discouragement  to  the  School  officers  and 
teachers,  and  of  demoralization  and  slow  progress  to  the 
children.  This  evil  of  non-attendance  should  engage  the 
early  and  earnest  attention  of  every  friend  of  public  instruc- 
tion .

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Sir: — The  School  Board  of  Harford  County,  on  en- 
tering upon  the  discharge  of  their  official  duty,  found  many 
difficulties  to  the  successful  carrying  out  of  the  School  Law. 

The  law  makes  it  imperative  that  the  Schools  shall  be 
kept  open  ten  months  every  year.  Now,  this  is  all  well 
enough  if  the  Board  has  the  money  so  to  do,  but  there  should 
be  at  least  some  discretion  to  the  Board  to  be  governed  by 
circumstances.  Had  we  been  at  liberty  to  suspend  the 
Schools  the  first  quarter  when  we  entered  upon  our  duties, 
the  Board  could  have  been  more  successful  in  conducting 
their  Schools. 

Not  having  received  sufficient  money  from  the  former 
Board  for  the  successful  carrying  on  of  the  Schools  during 
the  first  quarter,  the  Board  has  been  more  or  less  hampered 
ever  since.  For  this  reason  and  a  want  of  hearty  co-opera- 
tion on  the  part  of  our  late  Secretary,  we  have  labored  at  a 
disadvantage. 

The  condition  of  our  Schools  is  not  such  as  it  should  be. 
Many  of  them  do  not  belong  to  the  County,  and  others  are 
not  fit  to  teach  in. 

We  need  money  to  build,  repair  and  refit  houses  worthy  of 
a  cause  upon  which  the  best  interests  of  society  depend. 
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The  grade  of  our  teachers  is  higher  than  formerly.  In 
this  they  are  making  progress,  and  are  deserving  of  better 
pay.  The  salaries  are  inadequate  and  not  up  to  the  scholar- 
ship demanded  by  the  age.  How  long  this  shall  continue 
will  depend  upon  our  successors  and  law-makers.  Teachers 
should  be  liberally  paid,  and  every  inducement  held  out  to 
them  to  thoroughly  prepare  themselves  for  their  profession 
if  we  would  have  teachers  worthy  of  the  cause.  Why  those 
engaged  in  training  the  rising  generation  are  not  better  ap- 
preciated we  cannot  understand.. 

Trustees  are  a  hindrance  to  tlie  successful  carrying  on  of 
the  Schools,  and  therefore  should  be  abolished.  •  They  do  a 
great  deal  of  harm  and  often  defeat  the  purpose  of  the  Cora 
missioners.  They  are  about  as  much  use  as  the  fifth  wlieel 
to  a  wagon.  There  is  a  danger  of  becoming  too  democratic. 
Commissioners  ought  not  to  be  elected  by  the  people,  as  it 
degrades  the  office  and  keeps  good  men  from  serving  in  a 
capacity  for  which  they  are  well  qualified.  Let  them  be  ap- 
pointed. 

The  finances  should  be  ample, 1ind  this  should  be  provided 
for  by  the  Legislature  by  an  increase  on  the  10  cents  as 
levied  by  the  State.  The  $1.00  tax  ought  to  be  abolished, 
and  the  parents  purchase  such  books  as  prescribed  by  the 
County  or  State  Board. 

In  conclusion,  we  believe  that  the  Public  Schools  should 
be  carried  on  in  the  most  liberal  manner,  if  society  and  the 
State  would  be  benefited.  Let  the  Public  School  system  be 
worthy  of  our  confidence  or  let  it  be  abolished.  The  State 
is  willing  to  spend  larger  sums  on  interests  not  so  vital  to 
its  welfare  as  its  Educational  interests,  snd  it  seems  strange 
that  it  should  not  be  just  here.  Just  as  our  people  appre- 
ciate a  Public  System  of  Education  will  it  grow  in  favor. 
For  this  we  must  labor  and  be  willing  to  wait.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Bear  Sir : — I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Schools  of  Howard  County  to  September  SOth, 
1869.  I  would  be  glad  if  I  could  conscientiously  report  that 
all  the  Schools  were  in  the  good  condition  that  our  Examiner 
has  so  zealously  labored  to  make  them  ;  but  really  many  of 
the  Schools  are  plodding  on  in  an  old-fogy,  lifeless  condition, 
whilst  some  are  on  the  qui  vive  to  catch  every  idea  that  can 
lead  to  their  improvement.  The  School  will  partake  of  the 
nature  of  the  teacher  ;  the  live  teacher  will  awaken  an  in- 
terest in  the  School,  as  has  been  apparent  in  some  instances 
in  the  County,  and  the  teacher  who  has  no  life,  has  around 
him  a  chaotic  task  to  perform,  the  manner  little  troubling 
him  :  if  good  or  bad  all  the  same  to  him  ! 

Since  my  last  report  the  six  Commissioners  have  con^ 
ducted  their  respective  Schools,  and  I  will  take  each  district 
separately  :  I  have  the  honor  to  represent  the  interest  of  the 
First  District,  and  I  have  four  Schools.  In  all  of  them  one 
thing  is  especially  wanting,  and  that  is  proper  management. 
I  hope  that  will  be  remedied  ;  if  it  is  not  it  will  not  be  be- 
cause the  Examiner  has  not  tried  to  remedy  it.  I  think 
that  such  changes  have  been  made  in  the  place  of  some 
teachers,  who  have  ceased  to  teach  in  the  district,  as  will 
redound  to  the  vast  improvement  of  the  educational  interests 
thereof.  I  know  more  of  this  district  than  the  other  por- 
tions of  the  County  ;  but  I  presume  it  will  compare  favorably 
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witli  any  other  portions  of  it.     In  the  Second  District  four 
changes  have  heen  made  in  the  teachers,  and  those  that  have 
been  made,  have  improved  the  condition  of  the  Schools,  but 
not  in  that  degree  that  the  Examiner  woukl  entirely  approve. 
In  the  Third  District  the  School  arrangements  are  not  at 
all  satisfactory.     The  School  at  Marriottsville  is  held  so  near 
the  railroad  that  the  noise  from  the  cars  prevents  the  teacher 
from  doing  the  good  he  could  otherwise  perform  ;  at  least  one- 
sixth  part  of  the  School  term  is  an  intermission  from  school 
labor  on  account  thereof.     At  Sykesville  the  School  has  not 
done  well.     The  friends  of  education  have  assisted  to  the 
amount  of  one-third  of  the  cost  of  a  beautiful  School  House 
near  West  Friendship  ;  and  it  will  compare  favorably  with 
any  in  the  County  at  a  cost  of  little  over  one-half  that  one 
much  like  it  cost  in  186  >.    The  cost  was  about  $700.     I  am 
glad  to  report  to  you  that  Miss  Olivia  Dorsey,  the  very  ac- 
complished teacher  of  tha-t  School  is  doing  excellent  service. 
I  would  be  happy  to  add  my  testimony  to  the  excellent  and 
very  acceptable  service  that  Dr.  Luke  M.  Shipley  is  perform- 
insr  at  School  No.  5,  Third  District.     The  School  in  which 
Mr.  J.  H.  Jeffrey  taught  has  been  abandoned,  and  Miss  Dor- 
sey has  taken  the  place  thereof.     In  the  Fourth  District  the 
Schools  are  pretty  much  in  the  condition  reported  last  year. 
N.  F.  Kittenhouse  and  Miss  Davis  have  charge  of  the  "Banner 
School"  of  the  County,     If  the  interest  they  manifest  in  the 
community,   could  be   transferred  to  other  portions  of  the 
County  it  would  do  good  ;  they  are  alive  to  their  duty,  and 
the  Examiner  does  not  fail  to  report  quarterly  the  pleasure 
he  has  at  the  examination  held  there.      It  is  the  second 
School  in  the  County  in  size,  and  the  first  in  interest ;  there 
are  from  40  to  75  patronspresent  at  each  examination,  while 
in  many  other  portions  of  the  County  not  one  patron  is  pre- 
sent to  applaud  or  disapprove  the  School  system  or  the  man- 
ner of  its  execution. 

Whilst  many  disapprove  the  system,  if  we  judge  from 
their  interest  in  the  sa  e,  they  really  judge  without  placing 
themselves  in  a  position  to  judge  properly.  If  we  ask  one 
how  he  likes  a  piece  of  machinery,  and  he  had  not  seen  it. 
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he  would  say  lie  liad  not  seen  it,  and  was  unprepared  to 
judge;  but  the  most  boisterous  in  denouncing  the  School 
System,  are  those  who  have  never  been  inside  any  School 
House  since  1S65. 

I  am  pleased  to  add  my  testimony  in  favor  of  Mr.  E.  W. 
Warfield,  teacher  of  No.  5,  in  this  District,  who  is  doing 
excellent  and  valuable  service.  I  do  not  desire  to  create 
jealousy  in  the  minds  of  any  not  named,  but  I  name  these 
because  they  have  been  more  successful,  and  for  their  care 
and  attention  they  deserve  honorable  conimendation,  being 
alive  to  their  work.  May  success  attend  all  the  teachers. 
In  the  Fifth  District  there  are  five  Schools.  At  No.l  Mr. 
S.  A.  Cremin  has  done  good  service.  At  School  No.  2  Miss 
Jennie  Harxly.  daughter  of  the  Commissioner  of  that  Dis- 
trict, is  doing  well,  and  deserves  great  praise  for  her  faith- 
ful and  systematic  method  of  conducting  her  School.  In 
some  of  the  other  Schools  so  frequent  changes  have  been 
that  great  progress  has  not  been  made  manifest.  I  hope 
that  more  good  management  will  be  apparent  in  future,  and 
that  each  will  vie  with  the  other  to  catch  hold  of  all  the  good 
they  can  find  for  the  Schools,  and  wi  1  practice  the  same. 

In  the  Sixth  District  there  are  five  Schools.  No  1,  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  A.  N.  Alexander  and  Mrs.  Lizzie  Duvall,  has 
given  general  satisfaction  ;  and  I  greatly  regret  to  inform 
you  that  the  declining  health  of  the  gentlemanly  principal 
has  admonished  him  to  decline  the  School.  He  has  retired 
to  the  vales  of  the  sunny  South  (South  Carolina)  where  the 
good  wishes  of  the  entire  community  of  Savage  and  the 
vicinity,  have  followed  him.  He  endeared  himself  to  all 
with  whom  he  associated,  and  to  none  more  than  myself. 
He  has  the  hearty  prayers  of  the  people  that  he  may  be 
spared  to  continue  his  usefulness  in  this  State,  and  especi- 
ally as  he  desired  to  return  to  us  if  his  life  should  be  spared. 
At  School  No.  4,  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Robinson  has  done  excellent 
service,  and,  indeed,  in  only  one  School  has  good  service  been 
difficult ;  that  is  improving. 
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When  teachers  find  that  their  names  have  been  mentioned 
here  I  hope  they  will  work  the  harder,  and  show  to  the 
world  that  they  love  the  duties  of  their  position.  No  one 
who  does  not  love  his  duties  can  be  a  successful  teacher  !  Love 
your  duty  and  show  by  your  zeal  that  you  love  it,  by  prompt 
and  zealous  energy  in  the  prosecution  of  that  duty  ! 

I  have  mentioned  that  we  had  some  in  our  County  who 
disapprove  the  present  School  law.  The  most  objectionable 
feature  is  the  amount  paid  for  rent  of  books,  they  prefer  to 
purchase  their  own  books.  I  hope  the  law  vv'ill  be  modified 
so  as  to  allow  the  people  to  purchase  them,  or  make  them 
free.  I  doubt  that  good  results  will  follow  from  the  election 
of  Trustees  ;  they  seldom  go  near  the  Schools,  and  conse- 
quently know  nothing  about  them,  because  they  do  not  seem 
willing  to  devote  any  time  to  the  Schools  ;  and,  indeed,  the 
difficulty  in  many  cases  of  procuring  the  services  of  persons 
who  are  in  every  way  suited  to  the  position,  prevents  that 
good  from  being  done  that  would  result  in  their  favor. 

If  the  law  is  not  changed  in  that  particular  a  change 
should  at  least  be  made  in  the  time  of  the  electio.n  of  the 
Trustees.  As  it  now  stands  the  election  takes  place  in  May, 
only  about  sixty  days  before  the  end  of  the  year,  and  in  the 
middle  of  a  School  term.  The  election  should  take  place  in 
July,  and  if  elections  should  foil  to  be  held  at  that  period 
the  Commissioners  would  have  more  time  in  July  and  Au- 
gust to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  the  same.  I  would 
suggest  that  the  law  be  so  changed  that  at  least  one-half  of 
the  Commissioners  should  hold  over  for  two  years,  so  that 
the  Board  will  always  be  composed  of  some  experienced  in 
their  duties.  To  elect  a  new  Board  every  two  years  and  they 
to  elect  a  new  Secretary  and  Examiner,  there  is  no  expe- 
rienced member  of  the  Board ;  and  many  difficulties  may 
follow  which  would  in  some  degree  be  alleviated  by  the 
change  I  propose.  At  the  past  election  only  one  member  of 
the  late  School  Board  was  a  candidate  for  re-election. 

I  have  to  report  that  the  County  Commissioners  have  levied 
barely  enough  money  to  carry  on  the  Schools  to  May,  1870. 
They  borrowed  from  the  Treasurer  of  our  Board  the  High 
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School  Fund,  $6,400,  and  with  $416  that  they  had  pledged 
themselves  to  levy  to  assist  in  paying  for  the  new  School 
House  that  I  have  said  Miss  Olivia  Dorsey  occupies,  the 
whole  fund  levied  hy  them  is  $12,000  to  pay  these  amounts 
and  the  deficiency  for  the  year  1869  to  May,  1870. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  pay  of  the  teachers. 
We  pay  $500  for  first  grade,  provided  they  teach  Book  Keep- 
ing, Algebra  and  Philosophy  to  five  pupils  ;  $475  for  second 
grade  and  $300  for  assistants.  Whilst  we  have  labored  to 
improve  the  condition  of  the  Schools,  that  success  has  not 
crowned  our  efforts  which  we  had  desired.  We  hope  for 
more  in  future. 

As  this  is  the  last  report  I  shall  have  the  honor  to  make 
to  you,  I  cannot  close  without  declaring  to  you  the  valuable 
services  of  our  Examiner,  S.  K.  Dashiell,  who  leaves  noth- 
ing undone  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  Schools.  He 
labors  late  and  early,  and  if  the  Schools  have  not  improved 
the  fault  cannot  be  laid  upon  him.  To  the  members  of  the 
Board  I  return  my  acknowledgments  for  the  many  pleasant 
moments  passed  with  them  in  our  deliberations  ;  and  with 
the  hope  that  our  pleasant  associations  may  be  cherished  by 
all  of  us,  I  bring  my  report  to  an  end.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Sir:  The  year  lias  witnessed  a  great  improvement 
in  this  County  in  regard  to  school  property.  At  the  advent 
of  the  present  Board  the  school  houses  of  the  County  were 
in  a  deplorable  condition  ;  and  the  first  care  of  the  Board 
was  to  set  about  improving  their  condition.  We  have 
erected  nine  new  houses,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  eleven  thousand 
dollars  ;  in  addition  to  which  about  three  thousand  dollars 
was  paid  by  the  people  of  Chestertown  towards  the  erection 
of  their  new  house,  which  sum  is  not  included  in  any  of  our 
estimates. 

We  have  put  most  of  the  old  houses  in  good  repair,  and 
by  the  close  of  the  present  year  every  school  house  in  use  in 
Kent  County  will  be  comfortable.  The  present  system,  as 
a  whole,  is  a  success.  There  are  some  points  in  the  law 
which  could  well  be  amended  : 

First. — Under  the  present  arrangement  the  Examiner 
cannot  give  that  close  oversight  to  the  schools  that  they 
need.  His  duties  should  be  less  multifarious,  and  he  should 
be  required  to  visit  the  schools  more  frequently. 

Secondly. — The  power  and  duties  of  the  County  and 
School  District  Boards  are  not  clearly  enough  defined. 
They  should  be  made  so  distinct  as  not  to  conflict  with  each 
other. 
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Tliird. — The  books  sliould  be  sold  to  the  pui)il.s  wlio  are 
willing'  to  )viy  for  them,  and  those  who  are  not  able  to  })ay 
should  be  supplied  at  the  discretion  of  the  School  District 
Boards  ;  and  no  books  should  be  bought  by  the  County 
Board,  except  to  supply  free  pupils,  all  others  buying  their 
books  in  the  market. 

There  may  be  other  points  which  could  be  improved,  but 
these  are  the  main  points  which  occur  to  rne  at  present. 
There  should  be  some  concert  of  action  among  the  school 
officers  of  the  State,  and  a  general  plan  agreed  upon  for 
recommendation  to,  the  coming  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, so  that  whatever  amendments  are  made  to  the  law 
this  winter  shall  embody  the  experience  of  those  who  have 
been  engaged  in  working  the  new  system.  The  amend- 
ments, being  made  in  this  manner,  will  make  tlie  present 
system  a  glorious  success,  and  the  time  will  not  be  far  dis- 
tant when  Maryland  will  be  as  proud  of  her  School  System 
as  Pennsylvania  is  now  of  hers.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Sir :  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  forward  the  sta- 
tistical and  financial  reports  of  Dr.  M.  J.  Stone,  the  present 
Examiner  of  Public  Instruction  in  Prince  George's  County. 
The  reports  were  received  yesterdaj^,  and  as  they  embrace  a 
full  and  minute  statement  of  the  present  condition  and  pro- 
gress of  the  schools  in  this  County,  it  will  be  only  necessary 
for  me  to  add  a  few  general  remarks. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  the  friends  of  the 
present  system  of  Primary  Education  to  know  that  there 
has  been  a  progressive  augmentation  of  the  number  of  pupils 
in  attendance  in  the  different  schools  of  the  County  ;  but 
this  pleasure  is  greatly  impaired  v/ith  a  knowledge  of  the 
fact  that  our  financial  deficit  is  so  great  as  to  render  us 
unable  to  pay  our  teachers  more  than  one-half  of  the  last 
quarterly  instalment  due  them.  We  trust  that  every  prac- 
ticable instrumentality  will  be  called  into  requisition  by  the 
proper  authorities  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this  sad  state 
of  things.  There  is  no  class  of  people  in  the  community 
who  work  more  sedulously  than  the  teachers,  or  should  be 
paid  with  more  punctuality.  Teachers  are  becoming  more 
alive  to  the  responsibilities  of  their  vocation,  and  more  in- 
terested than  ever  before.  This  may  in  some  measure  be 
accounted  for  by  the  improvement  in  books,  school  houses, 
and  many  other  facilities  afforded  them  under  the  present 
org^anization. 
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Perhaps  no  enterprise  has  ever  heen  inaugurated  in  the 
State  with  fewer  friends  to  support  it  than  the  present  sys- 
tem of  Primary  education  ;  hut  it  has  triumphed.  Order 
has  heen  hrought  out  of  chaos,  and  the  results  have  heen  so 
fully  demonstrated  hy  the  record  which  is  now  hefore  the 
people  that  it  would  he  impolitic  longer  to  oppose  it.  The 
system  is  yet  in  its  infancy  in  this  State,  hut  we  helieve  if 
supported,  fostered,  and  improved  as  it  ought  to  he,  a  grade 
of  Puhlic  Instruction  will  be  developed  and  matured  which 
will  compare  favorably  with  any  State  in  the  Union.  It 
will  in  time  become  efficient  and  thorough  as  to  render  it 
unnecessary  to  send  our  children  from  home  at  so  early  a 
period  in  order  to  acquire  an  elementary_,  academic  or  colle- 
giate education. 

Although  my  connection  with  the  Educational  System  of 
this  County  terminates  from  the  date  of  this  report^  still  I 
feel  a  deep  and  abiding  interest  in  it,  because  I  confidently 
believe  on  its  perj^etuity  depends  the  intelligence,  morality 
and  progress  of  the  rising  and  future  generations.  The 
most  pleasing  reminiscences  of  my  life  will  be  ever  retained 
of  my  associations  with  the  Teachers  and  Commissioners  and 
public^  of  whose  courtesies  and  noble  hospitalities  I  have  so 
often  been  the  humble  recipient.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  ; 

Dear  Sir:  The  Legislature  of  1868  repudiated  the  idea 
that  Public  Education  was  a  public  charity,  designed  for  and 
dispensed  to  the  poor  as  such,  and  adopted  the  true  and  en- 
lightened principle  that  knowledge  and  virtue  combined  are 
the  only  sure  and  stable  foundations  of  government  ;  as  ig- 
norance and  vice  are  the  certain  downfall  of  any  people  ;  and 
that  Public  Education  therefore  becomes  not  only  the  duty 
of  the  StatO;  but  the  right  and  best  interest  of  the  citizen. 
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This  principle,  now  recognized  and  acknowledged  by  all 
economists,  adopted  and  acted  upon  by  all  civilized  nations, 
was  known  and  felt  by  our  Legislators  to  be  specially  re- 
quired in  a  form  of  government  like  ours,  and  that  there 
never  was  a  nation  in  whicli  tlie  obligation  was  so  clear,  or 
its  application  so  important.  With  us  the  people  are  the 
source  of  all  power,  and  indeed  are  themselves  the  gover- 
nors ;  there  public  sentiment  becomes  the  supreme  law  of  the 
land  ;  that  sentiment  left  unenlightened  by  education,  un- 
chastened  by  moral  culture,  were  indeed  a  poor  foundation 
for  a  commonwealth,  would  quickly  disrupt  the  free  institu- 
tions for  which  our  fathers  bled,  and  perhaps  plunge  us  back 
into  despotism  or  anarchy.  They  have  wisely  adopted  a 
System  of  Public  Education  to  develop  the  average  mind  of 
the  people,  to  make  of  our  children  good  and  intelligent  men 
and  women — "  men  who  their  duties  know,  and  dare  main- 
tain them  ;  "  these  constitute  a  State — these  constitute  the 
bulwark  of  liberty. 

Under  this  school  law,  so  founded  and  designed,  Prince 
George's  County  became  a  beneficiary  of  the  State — receiving 
b}^  general  taxation  twice  as  much  as  she  pays ;  and 
hence  the  provision  which  ''orders  and  requires"  that  she 
shall  make  up  by  local  taxation  any  deficiency  or  amount 
that  may.  be  required  to  keep  this  system  of  Public  Schools 
in  successful  operation,  so  that  the  liberal  State  legislation 
be  not  permitted  to  fail  of  its  end.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that 
the  funds,  under  the  most  economical  administration,  are 
now  sadly  deficient  for  the  ends  designed.  The  amount  re- 
ceived from  State  taxation,  intended  primarily  to  pay 
teachers'  salaries  and  to  purchase  books,  falls  short  of  the 
required  sum  by  about  one  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  or 
four  thousand  per  annum. 

The  school  houses  and  sites,  being  County  property,  are 
of  course  at  the  proper  cost  and  charge  of  the  County.  Of 
these  there  a  few  good  and  new  houses  ;  others  tolerably 
comfortable  ;  but  by  far  the  greater  number  are  old,  decayed 
and  uncomfortable.     Hot  in  summer,  cold  in  winter,  poorly 
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furnished,  badly  ventilated,  and  too  small  to  accommodate 
the  number  of  children  now  pressing  in. 

The  village  of  Laurel  has  taken  the  lead  in  this  direction  ; 
it  has  a  handsome  lot  of  land,  a  large  and  beautiful  school 
house,  costing  some  six  or  seven  thousand  dollars — the 
County  not  one  cent.  It  has  four  teachers,  a  large  portion 
of  whose  salaries  is  not  paid  by  this  Board.  This  school  has 
247  pupils  on  roll  for  the  year,  and  a  dail}^  average  attend- 
ance of  nearly  180.  I  would  this  spirit  was  abroad 
in  other  sections  of  the  County. 

In  view  of  the  extreme  pressure  of  the  times,  the  large 
burden  of  taxation,  the  strictest  economy,  at  all  times  the 
duty  of  the  Board,  now  becomes  a  necessity.  We  cannot, 
therefore,  I  judge,  hope  to  build  new  school  houses  during 
the  coming  year,  however  loudly  and  justly  demanded  by 
the  people  in  some  sections  of  the  County,  who  have  not  yet 
shared  in  the  benefits  for  which  they  have  paid  their  part. 
The  uttermost  we  can  hope  to  accomplish  is  to  pay  debts, 
repair  houses  unfit  for  use.  pay  salaries  of  teachers,  and 
keep  the  schools  in  operation  to  a  limited  extent. 

In  the  present  exigency  of  the  funds,  when  every  dollar 
intrusted  to  the  Board  has  been  parsimoniously  dealt  out^ 
and  a  large  debt  and  deficiency  still  remain,  I  would  direct 
your  view  as  a  matter  of  economy  to  some  of  the  schools  of 
the  County.  By  the  law  of  1868  an  average  attendance  of 
ten  pupils  entitles  a  school  to  be  continued  ;  for  a  lesser 
number  it  is  ordered  to  be  discontinued,  or  the  salary  of  the 
teacher  to  be  decreased  pro  rata.  My  opinion  is  that  $4U0 
is  too  much  to  be  paid  for  10  pupils;  that  a  good  teacher 
can  always  command  a  larger  number.  Bad  attendance  is 
the  very  bane  of  our  schools  ;  after  making  all  reasonable 
allowance  for  bad  weather,  distance,  sickness  and  pressure 
for  labor  at  home,  the  reproach  still  remains.  I  think  that 
if  such  schools  were  suspended,  parents  and  patrons  feeling 
the  loss  would  prompt  each  other,  and  endeavor  to  get  back 
the  benefits  they  had  not  rightly  valued. 

In  some  instances  [)erhaps  unworthy  teachers  are  kept  in 
office  by  neighborhood  favoritism.     Such  may  have  justly 
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won  tlieir  certificates  of  qualification  by  their  proficiency  in 
learning,  but  on  trial  have  proved  inai)t  to  teach,  to  order, 
or  discipline  a  school;  possibly  deficient  in  diligence,  or 
wanting  in  morality,  or  regarding  teaching  as  a  temporary 
employment — their  minds  being  given  to  some  other  pur- 
suit. In  this  connection  the  State  Normal  School  is  of 
inestimable  value,  giving  yearly  to  the  State  a  corps  of 
teachers,  skilled  in  the  whole  process,  and  resting  upon 
tlieir  profession  for  all  of  honor  or  profi^t  they  may  hope  for 
in  life. 

You  may  perceive  that  upon  two  points  I  indicate  that 
legislation  might  be  beneficial ;  there  are  others  which  I 
ibrbear  to  notice. 

Last  but  not  least — a  word  of  the  teachers  as  a  bod3^ 
They  have  been  diligent  and  faithful  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  anxious  to  excel,  and  ready  to  receive  any  sug- 
gestions for  the  improvement  and  progress  of  their  schools  ; 
])atient  under  the  delay  of  j)ayment  of  salaries,  and  not  dis- 
couraged by  the  want  of  those  comforts  and  appliances  in 
their  school  houses  so  essential  to  the  success  of  their  efforts. 
On  the  other  hand  there  are  some  whom  I  cannot  commend 
for  these  good  qualities,  and  whom  I  would  be  glad  to  see 
adopt  some  other  walk  in  life.  Of  our  lady  teachers,  it  is 
very  surprising  to  me  that  without  any  logic  or  theories 
upon  the  subject,  the  women  of  our  County  have  noiselessly 
and  without  public  observation,  taken  possession  of  our 
school  houses  to  a  large  extent.  This,  no  doabt,  is  the  result 
of  those  manifest  gifts  of  nature  which  render  women  in 
some  respects  the  best  teachers.  Her  gift  of  patience,  indis- 
pensable to  the  young  ;  her  quick  perception,  brought  into  ^ 
play  in  oral  instruction,  her  moral  sensibilities,  warming 
many  a  youthful  heart  to  emulation  and  virtue — these  quali- 
ties gently  supply  that  authority  which  men  enforce  by 
ruder  means.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir: — I  send  you  the  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
Public  Schools  in  Queen  Anne's  County,  from  the  15th  of 
April,  1868, -to  September  30th,  1869.  The  reports  of  the 
teachers  for  the  diiferent  terms  of  the  year  are  deficient  as  to 
some  items  of  information  called  for  by  the  blank  forms  fur- 
nished by  you.  You  will  see  that  I  have  not  reported  the 
average  attendance  of  pupils.  I  could  not  do  so  because  a 
large  majority  of  the  teachers  have  made  no  such  report 
to  this  Board  while  reporting  the  number  enrolled.  I  am, 
therefore,  reluctantly  compelled  to  leave  that  item  blank,  as 
also  the  number  of  different  pupils  for  the  same  reason.* 

In  my  former  reports  I  have  had  no  information  to  give 
of  improvement  in  school  houses.  I  have  now  the  pleasure 
of  being  able  to  say,  that  during  the  past  year  we  have  built 
six  new  school  houses  and  repaired  four  or  five  old  ones. 
We  have  put  in  them  new  and  convenient  furniture,  and  the 
teachers  have  now  room  to  go  to  work  in  earnest,  and  they 

*The  want  of  these  items  is  a  very  serious  inconvenience  in  making  up  the 
State  Tables ;  and  the  Law  makes  due  provision  for  obtaining  them,  if  it  were 
properly  enforced.  "Teachers  shall  enter  into  registers  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose an  accurate  account  of  the  attendance  of  pupils,  of  text-books  used,  and 
branches  taught,  and  such  other  statistics  as  may  be  required  *  *  *  *  » 
and  no  teacher  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  payment  for  services  until  the  register^ 
properly  filled  up  and  completed,  he  returned."

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seem  to  have  the  disposition  to  profit  by  the  facilities  thus 
afforded  them.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  buihl  at 
least  five  more  houses  during  the  current  school  year.  You 
will  see  by  our  Financial  Report  that  they  are  out  of  debt 
and  have  a  small  surplus  on  hand  ;  thus,  while  doing  all  in 
their  power  to  improve  the  schools,  leaving  no  burden  upon 
the  shoulders  of  their  successors. 

The  law  for  the  government  of  the  schools  is  working  well 
with  us.  The  privilege  granted  by  the  law  to  the  people  of 
the  different  School  Districts,  to  elect  their  own  Trustees, 
seems  to  be  very  little  appreciated  in  many  districts.  In 
many  instances  no  Trustees  were  elected,  and  the  School 
Board  had  to  fill  the  vacancies  by  appointment.  With  a 
few  amendments  not  proper  to  be  mentioned  here,  but  which 
the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  will  no  doubt  discern  and 
mate,  the  law  may  be  made  more  efficient,  and  its  adminis- 
tration more  easy.  Under  its  operation  our  schools  have 
improved  and  are  improving,  and  our  teachers  and  pupils 
are  glad  to  see  me,  and  the  time  I  spend  among  them  is  well 
spent  if  it  is  as  profitable  to  them  as  it  is  pleasant  to  myself. 

No  Law  can  be  perfect,  and  none  so  near  perfection  as  to 
silence  all  criticism  and  have  no  enemies,  but  the  enemies  of 
the  General  School  System  of  Maryland  in  this  county  are 
comparatively  few,  and  it  has  many  friends.  The  time,  I 
think,  has  passed  for  the  people — the  thinking  people  of 
Queen  Anne's  County — to  oppose  a  General  System  of  Educa- 
tion, or  be  unwilling  to  give  it  a  liberal  support.  The 
County  School  Board,  whose  labors  will  soon  close  by  the 
expiration  of  their  term  of  service,  by  the  judicious  manner 
in  which  they  have  performed  all  their  duties  will  no  doubt 
receive  the  approbation  of  all.  If  their  successors  should  be 
fortunate  enough  to  do  as  much  as  they  have  done,  the  close 
of  the  next  two  years  will  see  the  schools  of  Queen  Anne's 
County  in  a  much  better  condition  than  has  ever  been  wit- 
nessed in  the  past.

Dear  Sir : — For  information  as  to  the  condition  of  the 
Public  Schools  of  this  County  and  of  the  finances  of  the 
Board,  we  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  accompanying  statis- 
tical reports.  The  Financial  Statement  is  of  course  confined 
to  transactions  within  the  school  year  beginning  October 
1st,  1868,  and  ending  September  30th,  1869.  It  refers  to 
those  moneys  only  which  have  been  actually  received  and 
paid  during  that  time.  The  whole  amount  due  for  teachers' 
salaries  was  |1 1,387  50,  the  statement  shows  that  of  this 
amount  the  sura  of  $8,542  was  paid,  leaving  a  balance  due 
teachers  of  |2,845  50.  Of  this  balance  the  sum  of  $1,920  50 
has  since  been  paid  out  of  the  October  instalment  of  State 
School  Tax  for  the  present  year,  leaving  a  balance  due  teach- 
ers of  $925.  This  sum  added  to  that  due  for  books,  station- 
ery and  several  miscellaneous  items,  makes  the  present  in- 
debtedness of  the  Board  $2,000,  which  will  have  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  a  County  Tax,  as  all  funds  from  all  other 
sources  are  absorbed  by  and  are  insufficient  for  the  require- 
ments of  current  school  work. 

The  revenue  derived  from  the  State  for  school  purposes  is 
not  sufficient  to  pay  teachers  the  meagre  sura  of  $75  per 
term,  even  if  exclusively  applied  to  their  salaries,  which 
cannot  be,  as  the  expenses  of  general  supervision  and  those 
incident  to  school  work  are  to  be  met  from  the  same  source. 
It  was  known  to  the  framers  of  the  school  law  that  the  State 
School  Tax  and  Free  School  Fund  were  not  sufficient  for  the 
efficient  operation  of  the  schools,  and  hence  they  authorized 
the  School  Boards  of  the  CouLties  to  call  for  a  County  Tax. 
It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  in  this  County  to  call  for  a 
School  Tax  immediately  so  that  there  may  be  no  interrup- 
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tion  of  tlie  continuous  progress  which  has  marked  the  career 
of  the  Public  Schools  of  St.  Mary's. 

That  the  people  of  the  county  favor  such  tax  if  necessary 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  schools,  is  evident  from  the  very  gene- 
rally expressed  recognition  of  its  necessity  and  propriety, 
and  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  schools  and  pupils. 
The  number  of  schools  this  year  is  39^  an  increase  of  4  ;  the 
number  of  pupils  1,321,  an  increase  of  89,  facts  which  show 
a  popular  appreciation  of  the  necessity  of  education  and  a 
growing  reliance  on  the  Public  Schools  for  its  acquisition. 
The  popular  instinct  is  rightly  realizing  the  signs  of  the  times 
and  moving  in  the  direction  of  their  indications. 

The  following  suggestions  of  modification  of  the  present 
system  so  as  to  adapt  it  more  fully  to  the  wants  of  this  county 
is  respectfully  submitted  by  the  Examiner  with  whom  alone 
is  the  responsibility.  The  Board  of  School  Commissioners 
should  have  the  appointment  of  teachers.  The  examination 
of  applicants  for  teachers'  Certificates  should  require  the 
presence  of  at  least  one  member  of  the  Board.  The  Board 
of  School  Commissioners  should  be  made  an  incorporate  body. 
The  Board  should  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  books 
and  stationery  supply,  and  should  be  unrestricted  in  the 
number  of  their  meetings. 

As  this  will  in  all  probability  be  my  last  report  upon  the 
Public  Schools  of  this  county,  allow  me  to  say  that  they  are 
constantly  improving  in  both  attendance  and  progress  of  the 
children  and  in  the  competency  of  their  teachers.  The 
teachers  are  doing  well,  and  I  sincerely  wish  they  could  be 
adequately  paid.  I  do  not  believe  that  any  Board  of  School 
Commissioners  could  manifest  more  interest  for  the  success 
of  their  work  than  does  the  present  Board  for  the  success  of 
theirs.  They  have  certainly  done  what  they  could  for  the 
collective  interests  of  the  community.  Next  year  it  is  hoped 
to  have  your  presence  at  an  Institute  in  this  county,  when 
you  will  be  able  to  judge  for  yourself  of  the  condition  of  our 
common  cause  in  old  St.  Mary's.

Sir :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report 
of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  Talbot  County  for 
the  year  1868-69. 

The  results  of  the  operations  of  this  division  of  the  De- 
pai'tment  of  Public  Instruction  are  but  imperfectly  exhib- 
ited by  the  tables  already  transmitted  from  this  office — A, 
B  and  C.  A  largely  increased  number  of  pupils  have  re- 
ceived instruction  at  our  schools  during  the  year,  and  the 
average  daily  attendance  would  have  presented  a  greatly  in- 
creased per  centage  had  not  several  contagious  disorders 
spread  through  the  county,  and  to  such  an  extent  among  the 
children  of  some  districts  as  to  threaten  the  necessity  for  a 
suspension  of  school  duties  altogether.  A  neat  and  com- 
fortable house  and  lot  have  been  purchased  at  the  village  of 
Royal  Oak,  and  another  school  opened  there,  which  has 
been  in  successful  operation  for  nearly  a  year.  A  school 
house  in  the  first  election  district,  long  closed  for  want  of 
pupils,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  we  have  had  quite 
an  excellent  school  there  since  the  spring  of  1869.  Our 
schools  were  opened  on  the  first  day  of  September,  1868,  and 
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were  closed  for  a  summer  vacation  of  two  months  on  the 
thirty-first  clay  of  July  last,  making  a  school  year  of  eleven 
months.  By  this  arrangement  the  month  of  September  will 
be  included  in  the  usual  vacation  instead  of  the  month  of 
July  as  heretofore,  and  our  schools,  of  course,  will  be  kept 
open  hereafter  for  only  ten  months  of  the  year. 

The  Board  established  at  the  opening  of  the  scholastic 
year  nine  schools  of  the  First  Grade,  corresponding  to  Gram- 
mar or  High  ScJiools,  in  which  teachers  of  the  "  First  Grade  " 
alone  were  allowed  to  teach,  thus  securing  to  every  election 
district  one  or  more  schools  with  provision  for  the  higher 
grades  of  education.  The  teachers  of  these  schools  of  a 
higher  grade,  with  one  or  two  exceptions  only,  have  done 
effective  service  during  the  year,  and,  at  the  re-examination 
of  our  teachers  in  August  and  September  last,  they  were  ex- 
amined in  the  Languages  and  the  Higher  Mathematics.  We 
were  pleased  to  note  the  fact  at  these  re-examinations  that 
our  teachers  had,  during  the  year,  put  themselves  upon  a 
course  of  review,  and  that  many  who  held  second  grade  cer- 
tificates were  successful  candidates  for  certificates  of  the  first 
grade.  It  is  an  indication  of  vigor  and  efficiency  in  the  con- 
duct of  their  work  when  those  who  have  the  charge  and 
direction  of  scholars  are  themselves,  at  the  same  time,  stu- 
dents. Another  hopeful  sign  of  growing  vitality  in  our 
schools  is  the  increasing  interest  manifested  in  the  discus- 
sions and  exercises  of  our  "Teachers'  Association."  This 
necessary  adjunct  to  every  good  system  of  public  instruction 
should  always  be  an  object  of  especial  care  and  attention  with 
our  school  officers.  We  have  thoroughly  remodeled  our 
"  Association,"  and  engrafted  upon  it  many  of  the  features 
of  an  "Institute;"  and,  after  an  experience  of  now  more 
than  twelve  months,  we  believe  that  from  a  thing  almost 
extinct  our  Association  is  now  elevated  upon  a  plane  of  per- 
manent usefulness,  and  will  continue  to  attract  the  liveliest 
interest  of  our  teachers,  and  their  best  endeavors  to  develop 
its  capacities  for  still  higher  achievements  and  still  greater 
advantages  to  those  who  are  mere  novices  in  the  practice  of 
our  art. 
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Since  my  last  report,  I  have  visited  all  of  the  Schools  in 
the  county  twice,  and  some  of  them  five  or  six  times.  The 
duties  of  my  several  offices  and  relations  in  connection  with 
the  Schools  have  necessarily  entailed  upon  me  so  much  office 
labor,  that  I  found  it  impossible  to  do  very  little  more  than 
comply  with  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  in  the  matter  of 
school  visiting.  But  the  books  and  working  order  of  our 
office  are  now  so  complete  in  arrangement  that  more  time 
can  be  devoted  hereafter  to  the  important  duties  outside  of 
mere  office  routine.  A  system  of  school  superintendence 
must  rely  principally  for  its  effectiveness  upon  the  adoption 
of  some  well  matured  and  rational  plan  for  conducting  it  by 
those  into  whose  hands  it  is  committed.  My  own  plan  has 
been  to  observe  the  practical  operations  of  a  school  for  the 
whole  or  part  of  a  day,  and  then  to  lecture  :• — First,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  teacher,  presenting  the  best  methods  of  teach- 
ing the  different  branches  of  study,  the  results  of  my  own  ex- 
perience as  a  teacher,  the  expedients  that  ought  to  be  adopted 
for  overcoming  the  difficulties  of  children,  illustrating  when- 
ever necessar}'-  upon  the  blackboard.  Second,  for  the  benefit 
of  scholars,  by  endeavoring  to  impress  them  with  a  sense  of 
their  duties  to  their  school  their  teacher  and  their  school- 
mates, and  to  awaken  in  them  a  desire  to  study  and  to 
please.  That  my  labors  in  that  direction  have  been  pro- 
ductive of  good  results  many  of  our  teachers  and  the  parents 
of  the  children  have  borne  me  voluntary  testimony.  During 
these  rounds  of  visiting  I  have  tried  to  become  familiar  witli 
the  countenance  and  attainments  of  each  individual  scholar, 
so  that,  whenever  and  wherever  1  may  meet  any  of  our 
pupils,  T  seldom  fail  to  call  them  by  name,  and  converse 
with  them  familiarly  about  their  school  and  their  studies. 
In  this  way  the  pupils  themselves  become  aware  that  they 
have  in  the  superintendent  a  friend  whose  sympathy  goes 
with  them,  and  whose  eye  is  upon  them  everywhere.  Pre- 
cluded by  the  very  nature  and  extent  of  the  field  of  my  ope- 
rations from  participating  personally  in  the  organization  of 
every  school,  I  have  left  them  very  much  in  the  hands  of

the  teachers,  and  relied  upon  raj  influence  being  felt  in 
every  department  of  every  school  more  through  the  medium 
of  sympathy  than  otherwise.  If  I  have  succeeded  in  estab- 
lishing through  the  entire  field  of  my  labors  a  cordon  of 
positive,  active  sympathy,  a  sympathy  that  has  inspired  a 
harmony  of  action  and  a  singleness  of  purpose  to  labor  pa- 
tiently for  the  attainment  of  good  and  great  results,  it  is 
owino"  not  only  to  the  members  of  the  iioard  who  have  en- 
thusiastically  devoted  themselves  to  the  work,  but  also  to 
the  generous  confidence  of  the  teachers  themselves  in  one 
who  has  been  chosen  from  their  own  ranks. 

Having  been  connected  with  the  Public  Schools  and  Aca- 
demy of  this  county  as  a  teacher  for  ten  years,  dating  from 
April,  1854,  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  have  secured  in 
advance  of  my  elevation  to  my  present  official  position,  the 
confidence  and  esteem  of  many  of  our  present  teachers  who 
had  formerly  been  co-laborers  with  me  in  this  interesting 
field.  AVe  had  stood  together  in  other  days,  when  we  had 
demanded  and  secured  some  needed  reforms  in  the  schools 
of  our  county;  and  together  we  had  been  active  for  common 
purposes  in  a  convention  of  our  Public  School  Teachers  in 
1859,  the  first  convention  of  the  sort  ever  held  in  this  county, 
and  at  which,  on  the  last  day  of  its  meeting,  a  plan  was 
matured  for  organizing  the  first  "Teachers'  Association  of 
Talbot  County."  The  recollection  of  my  subsequent  endea- 
vors to  foster  and  sustain  this  "Association,"  I  am  happy  to 
know,  is  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  my  old  associates.  But 
I  have  been  fortunate  also  in  securing  the  confidence  and 
support  of  all,  I  think,  of  the  teachers  who  have  entered  the 
service  since  the  severance  of  my  connection  with  the  Public 
Schools  in  1864.  To  having  been  heartily  seconded  by  the 
united  body  of  our  teachers  in  all  of  my  plans  for  success,  I 
ascribe,  more  than  to  any  other  cause,  the  prosperity  of  our 
Public  Schools  at  this  time  beyond  anything  in  their  former 
history. 

The  present  School  Law  has  worked  very  well  with  us. 
There  are  still  those,  no  doubt,  who  favor  the  idea  of  lodg- 
ing the  power  of  appointing  teachers  in  the  hands  of  a  cen-

tral  board,  but  tbe  great  majority  of  our  people  favor  tbe 
idea  of  local  boards,  and  of  leaving  the  power  of  selecting 
a  teacher  with  those  whose  children  are  to  be  tauo-ht.     We 
consider  the  law,  though  somewhat  vague  and  defective  in 
some  of  its  details,  a  very  excellent  one  in  the  main  ;  and 
any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  next  Legislature  to  chano-e 
any  of    its  general  features  would,    we   believe,    be    very 
generally  deplored.     We  hold  the  opinion   that   the    ^-reat 
secret  of  the  successful  operation  of  any  school  law  lies  in 
its  earnest  and  honest  administration  by  capable  and  practi- 
cal men,  and,  if  possible,  by  men   who  have  devoted  their 
lives  to  the  service,  and  distinguished  themselves  as  teachers. 
What  good  reason  can  be  assigned  for  selecting  persons  to 
examine  teachers  and   to   supervise  their  work  who  were 
never  teachers  themselves  ?     It  will  be  time  enough  to  glean 
the  fields  of  Physic,  Law  and  Divinity  for  the  purpose  of 
finding  school  superintendents,  when  the  lists  of  our  public 
educators  fail  to  present  so  goodly  a  number  of  honored 
names  as  now  ;    when  our  teachers    themselves  wholly  cease 
to  be  distinguished  for  scholarly  attainments  and  excellence 
in  the  practice  of  their  art.     By  placing  our  teachers  in  a 
line  of  honorable  promotion,  we  would  incite   them  to  per- 
fect their  scholarship,  and   to    acquire  a  more  exact  know- 
ledge of  the   principles  upon  Avhich  the  grand   science  of 
teaching  rests.     There  is  an  art  of  teaching  more  intricate 
than  the  introductions   of  the    science,    known  only  to  the 
successful  educator — a  deft    knowledge  that  lies  beyond  the 
ken  of  those  who,  sudden  ly  lifted  to  supervise  our  schoolSj 
gather  all  their  knowledge  of  theories  and  systems  of  teach- 
ing from  what  we  call  "thebooks,"  and  become  bloated  with  a 
morbid  enthusi  asm  more  fatal  to  the  best  interests  of  our 
schools  than  empiricism  itself. 

One  great  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  complete  success  of 
our  schools  is  the  want  of  ample  grounds  and  attractive 
school  houses,  supplied  with  the  necessary  apparatus  for 
making  study  interesting  and  profitable.  Wherever  this 
experiment  has  been  tried,  the  result  has  been  a  large  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  pupils,  and    greater  regularity  in 
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tlieir  attendance.  The  demand  is  now  not  so  much  for 
cheap  schools  as  for  good  schools  ;  and  too  much  money  can 
not  be  expended  towards  the  elevation  of  the  schools  them- 
selves, provided  it  be  judiciously  and  economically  expended 
with  a  view  to  this  purpose. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  gratifying  success.  Our  teachers 
have  been  alive  to  the  responsibilities  of  their  position,  and 
have  labored  with  a  zeal  and  energy  worthy  of  a  higher 
public  appreciation,  and  better  compensation.

Prop.  M.  A.  Newell: 

Dear  Sir: — The  general  progress  of  the  Schools  in  this 
county  has  heen  uniform  with  former  years.  It  is  helieved 
that  a  greater  interest  has  been  manifested  by  all  classes  of 
people.  The  results  of  the  liberal  appropriations  made  by 
the  Board  last  year  for  building  purposes  are  beginning  to 
be  made  manifest  not  only  in  the  increased  number  of  new 
buildings,  but  also  in  the  incentive  which  teachers  and  pu- 
pils have  received. 

During  the  year  twenty-four  new  school  houses  have  been 
erected_,  some  of  which  are  among  the  finest  in  the  State.  At 
Hagerstown,  Boonsboro',  Sharpsburg,  Leitersburg,  Smiths- 
burg  and  Cavetown,  large  and  commodious  houses  have  been 
erected.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Board  have  purchased  sev- 
eral houses,  which,  when  contemplated  changes  are  made, 
will  add  greatly  to  school  accommodations  in  the  Districts  in 
which  they  are  located. 

Graded  schools  have  been  established  in  every  town  in  the 
county,  but  as  the  County  Examiner  has  not  yet  visited  them 
we  cannot  report  upon  the  advantages  of  the  new  arrange- 
ment. The  Teachers'  Institute,  held  in  our  county  during 
the  month  of  September,  is  believed  to  have  had  an  excellent 
effect  by  way  of  stimulating  teachers  to  more  vigorous  exer- 
tions and  inculcating  methods  of  instruction,  which,  if 
adopted  and  adhered  to,  must  result  in  the  increased  ad

vancement  of  pupils,  and  the  Board  gladly  embrace  the  op- 
portunity to  express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  efficient 
services  rendered  by  Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  in  conducting  the 
exercises  of  the  Institute. 

In  closing  this  report  the  Board  would  take  occasion  to 
congratulate  you,  sir,  upon  the  general  success  which  has 
attended  the  school  system  in  this  county,  as  shown  in  the 
increased  number  of  schools,  of  teachers  and  pupils  ;  and, 
whilst  they  would  suggest  some  modifications  of  the  existing 
law,  they  believe  such  suggestions  would  receive  more  atten- 
tion if  embodied  in  resolutions  or  recommendations  of  School 
Officers  and  authorities,  than  if  thrown  among  a  mass  of 
matter  which  legislators  do  not  generally  notice,  and  from 
which  suggestions  looking  to  the  improvement  of  our  school 
system  would  not  be  eliminated.  All  of  which  is  respect- 
fully submitted.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell  : 

Dear  Sir:  Enclosed  with  this  yon  will  find  ni)^  report  for 
the  scholastic  year  ending  September  30th.  You  will  see 
that  we  have  fifty-two  schools  in  operation,  and  on  the  roll 
for  the  winter  term  twenty-three  hundred  and  eighty-five 
pupils.  Last  year  we  had  forty-one  schools  and  sixteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three  scholars,  at  a  cost  of  $3,511.83  per  term. 
Our  Teachers'  Salaries  for  the  year  is  $14,606.11,  an  average 
of  $3,651.52  per  term.  The  cost  per  scholar  for  the  summer 
term  of  1868  was  $2.15,  and  for  the  winter  term  of  1869,  $1.77 
per  scholar.  We  have  eleven  more  schools  in  operation,  and 
all  very  well  attended. 

Owing  to  the  informality  of  a  great  many  of  our  teachers' 
reports,  I  am  not  able  to  give  you  as  full  a  statement  of  the 
condition  of  the  schools,  &c.,  as  I  should  like.  We  do  not 
receive  sufficient  funds  from  the  State  to  enable  us  to  carry 
on  the  schools  for  ten  months,  as  the  law  directs,  and  failing 
to  receive  any  appropriation  from  the  county  for  1869  will 
embarrass  the  Board  very  much.  We  are  very  much  in 
arrears  with  our  teachers  already,  and  they  deserve  a  great 
deal  of  credit  for  their  willingness  to  continue  on  to  teach 
and  wait  so  patiently  for  their  wages. 

The  Free  Public  School  System  has  certainly  worked  with 
marked  success.  We  have  but  two  private  schools  in  the 
county.     The  School  Law  I  think  should  be  revised,  and  I

hope  the  next  Legislature  will  remodel  it.  There  should  be 
sufficient  funds  placed  by  the  Legislature  in  the  hands  of 
each  Board  throughout  the  State  to  carry  on  the  schools 
throughout  the  year.  The  salaries  of  the  teachers  should  be 
unifprni  in  all  the  counties.  We  had  to  discontinue  our 
schools  from  September  L5th  to  November  Ist,  owing  to  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Board.  We  have  built  seven  new 
school  houses,  at  an  average  cost  of  about  $3*75,  all  upon  the 
same  lolan.  We  have  five  more  under  contract,  and  still  we 
need  more. 

I  think  our  teachers  have  considerably  improved  in  the 
art  of  teaching,  and  will  compare  favorably  with  any  county 
in  the  State.  Our  worthy  Examiner  informed  me  he  found 
a  class  in  one  school  that  could  spell  every  word  in  Sargent's 
Speller  correctly. 

We  have  one  young  man  in  the  State  Agricultural-  Col- 
lege, four  in  St.  John's  College,  and  four  young  ladies  and 
one  gentleman  in  the  State  Normal  School. 

Our  receipts  for  the  year  were  $18,370.47,  our  disburse- 
ments $22,557.37j,  leaving  a  balance  due  our  teachers  of 
14,186.90.  •
